versary of her becoming the first female jockey 
to win a race against men at a nationally recog¬ 
nized racetrack in the United States. On Feb. 
22, 1969, the 19-year-old Rubin piloted 
Cohesian to a half-length victory at Charles 
Town, which led to appearances on The Ed 
Sullivan Show and To Tell the Truth. Rubin 
subsequently became the first female to win a 
race in New York when Brave Galaxy found 
the winner’s circle at Aqueduct with her aboard 
later that year. Rubin was recognized in the 
winner’s circle along with family and friends, 
met the current jockey colony and posed with 
other former female jockeys on the circuit. “I 
am so thrilled to be honored at Charles Town,” 
said Rubin. “Charles Town has a very special 
place in my heart. Everyone at Charles Town 
welcomed me, and it was so very memorable 
for me.” Charles Town executive Erich Zimny 
said the track was proud to remember an 
important moment from its past. “We’re 
incredibly happy that Barbara Jo wanted to 
come back and help us celebrate such a historic 
event that happened here in West Virginia”, he 
said. Rubin said the reactions from fans who 
witnessed her win provided some of the fond¬ 


est memories. 

“The cheer of the 
crowd over¬ 
whelmed my 
hecklers,” she 
said. “It was a cold 
night when I rode 
in 1969, but the 
fans were awe¬ 
some in the most 
part.” After devel¬ 
oping polio at age 6, Rubin began riding as a 
form of exercise to help strengthen her legs. 
After overcoming those physical obstacles and 
progressing on to local match races and exer¬ 
cising horses, she made her competitive debut 
at the Hobby Horse Hall track in Nassau, 
Bahamas. Despite winning at a 25-percent clip 
in her rookie season, Rubin saw her burgeoning 
career cut short by injuries after just 89 mounts. 
She hasn’t strayed far from the equine world 
having competed as a driver, endurance rider 
and in dressage. Rubin resides in Illinois and 
owns Classic Acres in Troy-a horse boarding 
and training facility-along with her husband, 
Gordon.

Big crowd eyes Maryland Hunt Cup 


A merican steeplechasing’s oldest 

race, the Maryland Hunt Cup, lured 
a healthy 24 early nominations in 
March-setting the stage for another grand 
renewal of the 4-mile timber classic set for 
April 27 in Glyndon. 

First run in 1894, the race celebrates its 
125th anniversary this year, and could also 
play host a potentially historic achievement 
by Senior Senator. Skip Crawford’s Hunt 
Cup winner of 2016 and 2018 seeks to 
become just the ninth horse to win the 
race three times —a feat last achieved by 
Cancottage (GB) in 1980, 1981 and 1983. 
Trained by Joe Davies, Senior Senator has 
crossed the finish line first or second in 
every National Steeplechase Association 
timber start of his career except for a fall 
in the 2017 Hunt Cup (he was disquali¬ 
fied from a win in 2016). The 9-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred lost seven starts on 


the flat at Penn National and Timonium, 
before finding his calling. Davies said his 
horse would likely prep in two point-to- 
points, then the Grand National timber 
stakes April 20 and the Hunt Cup a week 
later (see editorial, page 22, for more). 

There is no shortage of challengers for 
the favorite as the nomination list swelled 
to include a massive group topped by two 
former winners. Gerry Brewster’s Derwins 
Prospector (also trained by Davies) won 
the 2017 Hunt Cup and is back on the trail 
at age 11. Maryland-bred Raven’s Choice 
won the 2015 running by disqualification 
and pushed Senior Senator when second 
in the 2018 Grand National. 

Others of note include Drift Society 
(Ire), who has placed in the last three 
Hunt Cups; 2013 timber champion Foyle, a 
Maryland-bred who failed to finish in 2014 
and 2016; two-time timber stakes winner 


Grand Manan; 2018 runner-up Joshua G. 
and his half-brother Jeffery G. (both bred 
in Pennsylvania by Jason Cole). See mary- 
landhuntcup.com for more. 

Davies—who aims for his fourth con¬ 
secutive win as a trainer—led aU trainers 
with six nominees, followed by Todd Wyatt 
with four. 

Other Steeplechase News 

■ Virginia’s Colonial Downs announced a 
slate of hurdle races as part of its 15-day 
meet in August and September, with plans 
calling for two races each Saturday of the 
meet for potentially 10 races. 

■ The spring meet slated for Tryon, N.C., 
April 13 has been moved to Oct. 5 in an 
aim toward improved turf conditions. The 
Tryon International Equestrian Center 
announced in March that the 73rd Tryon

“Horse safety is always our first prior¬ 
ity, and, although the races could be run 
this spring, it is in the best interest of the 
horse and rider to reschedule,” said Toby 
Edwards, race director. “The course is 
developing very nicely, and I appreciate the 
commitment of Tryon to utilize this addi¬ 
tional time to continue to create a world- 
class steeplechase facility for our sport.” 

Tryon’s Green Creek Race Course host¬ 
ed spring meets in 2017 and 2018, but 
course improvements were hampered by 
excess rain in western North Carolina over 
the winter. Efforts aimed at improving the 
course include adding sand to the soil, re¬

For pioneer Rubin, history 
takes back seat to horses

I t’s a too-dark photo copy of a 50-year-old win photo. “Cohesian,” it says in the cen¬ 
ter, and then to the right: “Barbara Jo Rubin up.” On the left, the date: “February 22, 
1969.” And below that, the payoff: “First girl jockey ever to win a race in the United 
States.” 

Yet it’s not the words but the winner’s circle grouping that grabs your attention. 
There, on the far right, is trainer Bryan Webb, looking like a waiter—or a mad scien¬ 
tist—in his white coat with a satisfied smile on his face.

A baker’s dozen of other folks crowd forward, some smiling, some not, all with eyes 
towards the camera. 

Even the horse is looking towards the camera. 

But Barbara Jo Rubin, the first woman to win a pari-mutuel race in the nation, is 
staring off to the side, looking out of the frame. Perhaps she sees a friend cheering for 
her, or a heckler telling her that riding racehorses is men’s work. 

Or maybe she’s trying to divine the future. 

Fifty years to the day later, Rubin, stiU fit and active at 69, returned to Charles Town. 
The woman who—to some—was threatening, in 1969, to ruin everything, came back to 
be feted as one of the handful of women who participated in something bigger than 
racing, something that can’t be confined in the bullring at Charles Town or even in the 
sweeping expanses of Belmont Park. 

That Rubin declines credit as a trailblazer doesn’t mean she’s not proud of what she 
did as a jockey. It’s simply that what gives her the most pleasure—and pride—is what she 
accomplished while on horseback. 

You can hear that as she recounts her win aboard Cohesian. “It was like I had it all 
planned and I was thinking, 'That’s how it’s supposed to be,”’ she recalled. 

Her moment in the sun was brief But it’s a good story aU the same, one filled with 
family, and with horses. Barbara Jo Rubin hadn’t meant to be a pioneer but she became 
one aU the same. And you think: perhaps pioneers are simply people living the lives to 
which they feel called, even when society’s din tries to drown out the calling. 

“Everybody says, Vou made history,’” she said. “But I just did what I wanted to do.”

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I n any Thoroughbred word-association 
game, King T. Leatherbury will auto¬ 
matically elicit “Ben’s Cat” as the 
response. Leatherbury bred, owned and 
trained the nearly black gelding who 
became not only a Maryland legend, but a 
national treasure. 

The Ben’s Cat story actually began 
25 years before the son of Parker’s 
Storm Cat was foaled. In the early 1980s, 
Leatherbury purchased the maiden 
mare Dronette, an unraced daughter of 
Drone and the *Pago Pago mare Stacey 
d’Ette who produced two Maryland- 
bred champions: graded stakes winners 
Notches Trace (Lord Gaylord) and 
Thirty Eight Go Go (Thirty Eight Paces). 
Dronette’s final two foals were full-sisters 
to Thirty Eight Go Go: Twofox and 
Endette. 

Bred to Parker’s Storm Cat in 2005, 
stakes placed Twofox delivered Ben’s Cat 
on April 17, 2006. But the homebred 
Leatherbury referred to as “that good 
horse” was Ben’s Cat’s predecessor- 
Ah Day, Endette’s bay son of Malibu 
Moon foaled on March 6, 2003. Produced 
from full-sisters and sired by half- 
brothers, the geldings shared three of four 
grandparents. 


By the time Ben’s Cat was born. Ah 
Day was already a stakes winner. Carrying 
the familiar white and orange silks of 
Leatherbury’s The Jim Stable throughout 
his eight-seas on career, he earned black 
type 19 times; among his stakes wins 
were the Horatius, Red Legend, Federico 
Tesio, Deputed Testamony, Sonny Hine, 
Japan Racing Association and Fire Plug 
Stakes (twice). As a 3-year-old in 2006, Ah 
Day won seven of 15 starts (with four 
seconds). 

He factored in graded stakes company 
in 2007, finishing second to Silver Wagon 
in Laurel’s General George-G2; third in 
Aqueduct’s Carter-Gl; and second in the 
Churchill Downs-G2 on the Kentucky 
Derby undercard. 

As a 6-year-old in 2009, Ah Day won 
Aqueduct’s Toboggan-G3 in last-to-first 
fashion after a seven-month layoff 

The two people who knew Ah Day 
and Ben’s Cat best were exercise rider 
Doug Leatherman and groom Fern 
Stokes Augusti. Leatherman, who 
galloped for King Leatherbury for 17 
years, inherited the morning mount 
on Ah Day after the gelding came back 
after a break for bucked shins. Assistant 
trainer Avon Thorpe went through the 


barn’s roster of riders, most of whom 
Ah Day unceremoniously dispatched. 
Leatherman got the tag with to-the- 
point instructions from Thorpe. 

“Look,” Thorpe said. “Go out there 
with this horse and you have to make him 

go” 

Leatherman figured Ah Day was still 
trying to get over the shins, or at least the 
mental part of the shins. 

“He’s just probably afraid of going 
out there and galloping and getting hurt 
again,” he told Thorpe. “I will just try to 
make it as painless as possible.” 

Leatherman got on Ah Day’s 
wavelength quickly, and their morning 
routine became familiar to the Laurel Park 
backstretch. 

“He liked to stand on the horsepath. 
He’d stand midway down the hiU on the 
chute and watch for a little while. It was 
almost like he would get his rockets going. 
And then once he decided to go, there 
was no stopping him. I mean I would be 
yelling to people, ‘Coming on! Coming 
on!’ When he got onto the track he would 
buck so hard for two or three strides, then 
he was done and was a wonderful gallop. 
He was really kind to come home on and 
everything. But that initial going out onto 
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the track, when he was ready to go, nothing could stop him. He 
was like a freight train.” 

The freight train motored on until its final voyage at age 
9 in an optional claimer Dec. 19, 2012, at Laurel. Back after 
a 15-month layoff. Ah Day ran for a $32,000 tag and finished 
fourth. An ankle injury would have necessitated another lengthy 
sabbatical, which at that point made no sense to any of his 
connections. Officially retired, he was nearly a millionaire; his 
resume boasted 44-14-8-5 and a bankroll of $921,574. 

Leatherman approached Leatherbury about his future plans 
for the gelding. 

“Could I have him?” Leatherman asked. 

“Yes, but under one condition.” 

“You name it, and FU do it.” 

The trainer said Ah Day needed a year of turnout to heal, to 
recover from the rigors of a long career. 

Leatherman, who ponies in the afternoons at the Maryland 
tracks, originally intended to remake Ah Day into one of his 
mounts. But the one-year break became two years, which 
became three years and so on. The horse lives with Leatherman’s 
retired pony Flaco (Jockey Club name Four Secrets) and donkey 
Mona on a farm close to Laurel which is part of Leatherman’s 
daily commute. 

Two years ago, Leatherman finally decided to have a go at 
Ah Day’s retraining to life as a lead pony but the plan derailed 
when Leatherman suffered a heart attack. Ah Day was turned 
out, and Leatherman decided to make the horse’s retiree status 
permanent. 

There were plenty of opinions and suggestions offered 
regarding what Leatherman should do with the horse-most 
of which involved moving him on to someone who could 
show him or repurpose him into a second career. Leatherman 
listened but never seriously considered the options. Like Flaco, 
Leatherman’s top pony for 13 years. Ah Day had paid his dues 
and didn’t owe anyone a thing. 

“They [Ah Day, Flaco and Mona] have gotten such a bond 
that if they are out of each other’s sight for two seconds they 
have a hissy fit,” Leatherman said. “I can’t believe they have 
become that attached.” 

And Ah Day as a pony—would he have made the grade? 

“I think he would have been great. If they were a good 
racehorse, they tend to be good ponies. At the time he loved his 
career; he LOVED being at the racetrack. He adored Fern, who 
also rubbed Ben. To this day, she could come to the fence and 
call his name and he would come running.” 

After Ah Day, Leatherman and Augusti rode the Ben’s Cat 
wave with Leatherbury, sharing the experience of a horse so 
accomplished and beloved that he made the leap to national 
treasure. Ask any one of them, however, and they’U teU you there 
was always something inherently special about Ah Day. And it all 
started with two blue-coUar mares. 

“Just like Ben, everybody knew Day because he was a nice 
racehorse and everything,” Leatherman said. “And I’ve said 
it before and I’U say it again—I thought when I was galloping 
Ah Day that I had kinda reached the pinnacle of my galloping 
career. When he made almost $1 million, I thought it doesn’t 
get any better than this. And then that little punky black horse 
Ben rolled up into the barn . . . and I was like ‘Ohhhh lordy me, 
whatta we got here?’ ” ^

Senior Senator 
aims for history 
in the Hunt Cup 


J oe Davies thought himself a compe¬ 
tent amateur steeplechase jockey in 
1983 so when Joy Slater went down 
with a broken collarbone a week before 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, Davies made a 
phone call. 

“Mrs. Fanning, you don’t know who I am 
but I sure would like to ride Cancottage,” 
he said. 

Trainer Jill Fanning, whose English- 
bred horse was bidding for his third victory 
in the race, didn’t reaUy hesitate. 

'Well, I already have Charlie Fenwick 
lined up, but you sound like a nice young 
boy and if you’re interested you could ride 
the pony and take Cancottage to the start 
for us.” 

A few days later the 21-year-old Davies 
dutifully put on the first suit he owned 
and rode the pony to the start along¬ 
side Cancottage, who became just the 
eighth horse to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup three times. Thirty-six years later. 


the honor roll of all-time Hunt Cup 
heroes-Princeton, Garry Owen, Blockade, 
Winton, Pine Pep, Jay Trump, Mountain 
Dew, Cancottage-stiU stops at eight. 

Davies hopes to change that. 

The Maryland-based trainer aims two- 
time Hunt Cup winner Senior Senator 
to the race, which celebrates its 125th 
anniversary April 27. Twenty-four horses 
passed the early nomination stage, but only 
one tries to make history. Owned by Skip 
Crawford, Senior Senator won in 2016 and 
again last year to put himself on the verge 
of history. The moment is not lost on his 
trainer. 

Davies and his wife Blythe live and train 
their horses in Monkton, on a farm once 
owned by the Watters family—owners of 
Princeton (whose wins came in 1903,1905 
and 1906). In addition to that connection, 
Davies spent plenty of time with six-time 
Hunt Cup winner Mikey Smithwick, who 
told tales of Pine Pep’s wins in 1949, 1950 
and 1952. 

“Three times? I think of Princeton,” said 
Davies. “I don’t know if he was trained on 
this farm for sure, but maybe. The timing 
is right. I think of that, and I think about 
how Mikey told me that the first two times 
he won on Pine Pep it was really hard but 
the third time he was just showing off It 
was easy. The horse was that good. He said 
it felt like Pine Pep knew where he was and 
what to do.” 

And then there’s the Cancottage con¬ 
nection. 

“I think of him too,” said Davies. “I was 
right there. I remember waiting for him to 
come back across Tufton Avenue by the 
second-last [fence].” 

Since 1983, five horses have won their 
second Hunt Cups. None could break 
through with a third. Senior Senator’s 
2016 win looked equal parts brilliant and 
erratic. Davies called it a Hail Mary. In 
2017, to much hype, the horse fell at the 
third fence. Last year, he looked like Roger 
Federer playing tennis at the Green Spring 
Valley Club. 


While never an easy race, the 2018 Hunt 
Cup was comfortable. Senior Senator 
never put a foot wrong. Controlled and 
composed, he jumped better than the 
others. He galloped better. Started better. 
Finished better. He won by 5 lengths. It 
may as well have been 25. 

This time around? Well, that memory 
of Pine Pep (who fell in 1951) sure sounds 
good. 

“Come what may,” said Davies, staying 
pragmatic in early March. 

The plan remains, loosely, the same—two 
point-to-point starts, the Grand National 
April 20 and the Hunt Cup a week later. 
Though he never goes completely out of 
training. Senior Senator enjoyed his sea¬ 
sonal break. To help his problematic feet, 
the 9-year-old went without front shoes 
for six months or so. That limited his turn¬ 
out time, though the program consisted of 
jogging, galloping, time in the free walk¬ 
er, round pen, grazing. Weather kept the 
Maryland turf in various states of freeze 
and thaw aU winter, which might mean the 
schedule is a bit delayed but the serious 
work happens in March and April anyway. 

“It’s been difficult,” Davies said. “But 
people tend to over-train their horses if 
the weather is too good anyway. Even 
though we’ve had to pick our way around, 
I think we’re fine. We haven’t quite had the 
works we want, but his feet are good, he’s 
good.” 

Bred by Marylander Charles McGill, 
Senior Senator’s tale of failing (miserably) 
as a rogue flat horse at Penn National is 
well known and even made 60 Minutes a 
couple years ago. It’s different now, but 
the same too. Another Hunt Cup win will 
surely spark comparison to the greats and 
talk of a trip to England for a go at Aintree. 
Davies isn’t sure, and won’t really think 
about it—for now. 

“Keeping it all in perspective is impor¬ 
tant, that and staying composed about the 
earlier races,” said the trainer. “You want to 
get him to the Maryland Hunt Cup.” 

Because that’s where history awaits. ^

Eclipse winner Hamilton

[hat would you do? 

A four-wheeler sure and potent in 
your hands, you cut the thread of an 
Oklahoma wood. You know these trails; heck, 
you made them. Summer joys serve blaring 
engines, rushing wind, daring speed. Moments 
like this. 

And then a bump. No, worse. The ATV 
revs not beneath but above you. Somehow, it 
cartwheels into your riding pal and his four- 
wheeler. What just happened? You stagger up 
from stony dirt with a left leg screaming use¬ 
less, find your friend on his back, too quiet, a 
dark spot there above the knee. Blood? Motor 
fluid? You’re 14, color-blind, alone. 


What would you do? 

You graduate from Kiefer High, your hometown school near 
Tulsa, with a shelfful of trophies and collegiate charm. A state 
championship in wrestling. Another in powerlifting. The lacrosse 
coach at St. Mary’s University in San Antonio keeps texting, 
pledges seed money if you’ll join his club team. Your mom’s a 
nurse; a health-related degree, a way to help mankind, has appeal. 
But your father’s a jockey; watching him and trail-riding alongside 
have lit your flame for horses. 

What would you do? 

To work as a jockey. Dad declares, you first become a horse¬ 
man. The way to the riding saddle goes through the EUoree 
Training Center in South Carolina, he tells you, and a good long 
go as one of Goree Smith’s do-it-all farmhands. Full year, non- 
negotiable. You gauge the burn to ride against the toll. 

From the decisions he made to save a life, and chart his own, 
Wes Hamilton coaxed uncommon wisdom at a tender age. Even 
before he turned 20 last November, and won the 2018 Eclipse 
Award as the nation’s best apprentice, he lured keen eyes for his 
judgment, poise, and strange teenage reluctance to move too soon. 

‘It’s rare to find,” trainer Donald Barr said after hiking Wes 
aboard beaten claimer Relentless Lion one winter day at Laurel 
Park. “Kids today, they think they know it all already; their brains 
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are poppin’ out of their head. You don’t 
get that with him.” 

If the mental flair dazzled and sur¬ 
prised, the physical just dazzled. On a rare 
Maryland afternoon in February-warm 
without rain or snow-Wes sat on a bench 
outside the Laurel jocks’ room in a sleeve¬ 
less compression tee that gripped a rippled 
torso and freed veiny avocado biceps. The 
5-foot-6 image dressed the words clerk of 
scales Frankie Saumell had just offered. 

Hamilton’s athleticism, SaumeU said, 
shows ‘dn his balance, his strength, his 
endurance. If you watch him from the 
quarter pole to the wire, he’s relentless. 
And you have to be a good athlete to be 
that fit. Take one look at him: He’s like a 
buU. Strong as an ox.” 

Then this: He gets that from his father. 

Steve Hamilton arrived in Maryland 
a horse-backing, buU-riding, sod-busting 
novelty the spring of ’92, fearless and easy 
and hungry to work. Even at 19, essence 
drew his nickname: Cowboy. 

He and wife Amy raised their two boys 
in Maryland until 2000, when Cowboy 
finally heeded the Oklahoma urge. He 
went back home, with his dad worked the 
oilfields and broke and schooled and raised 
horses, non-racers. The boys, Garrett and 
younger Weston, enrolled in public school 
there. 

Cowboy held the Oklahoma line three 
good years, returned to Maryland for 
his first race-riding revival in 2004, until 
weight grew the better enemy. Come 2006, 
his next Oklahoma move went a decade. 

Amy and the boys had stayed in Kiefer. 
Cowboy’s return brought trail rides with 
young Wes in Western saddles. Dad taught 
and watched. Son listened and heard. 

“He always sat on a horse good and 
respected ’em and never showed any fear 
for ’em,” Cowboy said. “But he’d never 
said anything about ridin’ at that point.” 

Cowboy didn’t reckon any horse would 
take Wes beyond the open fields and shad¬ 
ed bridle paths. The woods around them 
offered much, and so much more you 
couldn’t see. Same with Wes. Something 
grew within him. 

“Once I started gettin’ on horses,” he 
said, “it just changed the way I looked at 
things.” 

Wes got his high-school degree in 2016, 
sent regrets to the St. Mary’s lacrosse coach 
and committed to study at EUoree. The 
choice cued his dad to get back riding in 
Maryland. 

“If you don’t get it out of you, you 
think about it forever,” Cowboy said of the 
race-riding bent. “And when [Wes] said he 
wanted to get to tidin’, I said, ‘Heck, if he’s 


gonna go up to Maryland to ride, we may 
as well go up with him.’ ” 

December 11, 2017, fifth race at Laurel. 
With his 10th pro mount, Wes rated I Just 
Wanna Win like an older hand, advanced 
her inside through the turn, swung her out 
in the lane, thwacked her left-handed and 
roused her home for his first riding score. 
Along the way, they passed his dad on 
Include a Check. 

For Cowboy, the air turned bittersweet. 
Blatant pride met hidden dread. His adapt¬ 
able son had made an able jock in no time, 
which meant one thing: no turning back. 

“I’m not gonna lie-it was kind of 
nerve wrackin’ because there are so many 
things that can happen,” Cowboy said. “I 
know, from everything we do, it’s not when 
you get hurt, it’s how bad.” 

Garrett, thankfully, chose not to work 
high atop a fast enigma. You fret less. 
Cowboy said, about an HVAC technician. 

“It’s a little better now,” he said. “I 
think I’ll always worry, but I guess that’s 
the nature of the beast. Now I know how 
my folks felt when I was rodeoin’ and ridin’ 
horses.” 

Cowboy, 45, spoke from home, ground¬ 
ed by September surgery to remove a cyst 
from his spinal cord. Whether a racetrack 
tumble or two had displaced the growth, 
surgeons couldn’t say. He’s walking and 
doing; riding’s another story. He said he 
won’t force one more comeback. 

Even out of the saddle. Cowboy sways 
outcomes. Wes lives with his parents near 
Laurel Park while he looks for a place, 
which makes it easy to talk riding, study 
videos, hone technique. The lessons go on. 

“He’s taught me everything I know, 
basically,” Wes said. 

The most valued tip, the one that came 
from watching, Wes didn’t have to say. 
Trainers said it for him. 

Dale Capuano: “Works hard.” 

Barr: “Got a heU of a work ethic.” 

Mark Reid: “Hard-workin’, straight- 
shootin’, honest kid who tries hard.” 

British-born agent Simon Purdy said 
Wes works or gallops horses daily without 
prompting: at Laurel Park and Pimlico 
Wednesdays through Mondays, at Fair Hill 
Tuesdays. 

“I haven’t had to push him at aU,” 
Purdy said. “All I do is line up the work the 
previous day. I go and see the trainers that 
I think are gonna need us the following 
morning. They then text me the times. I 
text Wes, and he’s there. He never misses. 

“He does that every single day, and he 
does it with a smile on his face. He comes 
back to me, and he says, ‘Matey, where am I 
going next? Don’t you have anything lined 


up for me?’ I say, ‘No. We’re done. Go and 
have some coffee.’ ” 

Wes: “I wouldn’t say I’m the guy who 
gets on the most horses in the mornin’, 
but, if I’ve got one for one trainer, and 
I’ve got time to get a couple more before I 
go to the next, then I’m ready to go. Let’s 
jump on ’em.” 

For any jock, apprenticeship’s end 
marks a cliff-edge ride: Can you hold the 
line without that five-pound prop? Wes lost 
the bug Dec. 23, collected the Eclipse Jan. 
24. Into March, he ranked sixth at Laurel 
Park in mounts, wins and purses this year. 

“When bug riders lose the bug, a lot of 
times your business falls off a little bit,” 
Purdy said. “In our case, it really didn’t. It 
kept going.” 

Purdy said the loyalty of trainers Dale 
and Gary Capuano helped the crossover. 
Of Wes Hamilton the journeyman. Dale 
spoke no qualms: 

“Works hard. Tries hard. Listens. All the 
things that I like. Can’t ask for much more 
than that. He’s here workin’ every morning 
when the track opens, whether you need 
him to jog ’em, gallop ’em, work ’em. It 
doesn’t make any difference.” 

Wes has helped polish a gem in Dale’s 
barn. Timeless Curls, a Curlin-sired, 
$35,000 Keeneland yearling, won the 
Nellie Morse Stakes in January. Wes had 
guided her through 10 starts, each a third- 
or-better outcome, and five victories. 

The filly’s very name stirred him. “I 
love that horse, boss,” Wes said. “I’ve been 
on her a million times, and she’s the same 
every time, just a Cadillac in the mornin’ 
and the afternoon. You can put her wher¬ 
ever she wants. If she wants to go the lead, 
she’ll—boom—go right to the lead. If you 
want her to sit in the pocket, she’ll sit in 
the pocket and just stay there, just how you 
want her.” 

Her Nellie Morse prep, a three-other- 
than allowance score at 10-1, went like this: 

“We hit a tight hole at the head of the 
lane. For a second, I didn’t think we were 
gonna get through . . . and I showed her 
the whip, asked her once, and I showed her 
the whip the rest of the way down the lane, 
and she just went right on through there. 
Didn’t care about nothin’. Just wanted to 
win. So she’s definitely a classy filly.” 

Then the stakes win: “That was awe¬ 
some. She tried so hard. She’s the best. I 
love that horse.” 

Heart in a racehorse. Heart in a jockey. 
All creatures, Wes said, ought to smell the 
air, taste the new, feel the day. 

“I think it’s a big deal in the mornin’, 
when you’re gettin’ on ’em, to try to let 
’em be a horse a little bit, not just jog to

the track, work out, jog back, put ’em in a 
stall,” he said. “Like, Timeless Curls: I’ll get 
on her, and I’ll slowly walk her to the track. 
If she wants to stop and look at somethin’, 
look. I’U wait for her tiU she’s ready to 
go on the track. Go on the track, gallop 
around nice and easy, just relaxed, whatever 
speed you want her. 

“When you come back off the track. 
I’ll jog her a little bit, stop, turn around. 
She’U sniff at this, look over here, let her 
mess around a little bit, let her be a horse. 
It’s not just work; have a little bit of fun. 
I mean, they’re horses—they’ve got hearts 
and brains. They’re just as important as we 
are on this earth.” 

During his record-breaking, 598-win 
season in 1989, jockey Kent Desormeaux 
said the race begins in the paddock. You 
get a leg up, a connection fuses—tactile, 
spiritual, vital. Wes, unwise to the history, 
offered this: 

“When I get on a horse in the paddock, 
I’m just tryin’ to stay completely relaxed, 
not think about nothin’, just keep a clear, 
clear mind as if your horse isn’t gonna do 
anything wrong. If you’re nervous, and 
you jump on him, and you’re grabbin’ the 
mane, and squeezin’ your legs tight like 


he’s gonna do somethin’, you’re lettin’ him 
know. Now he’s nervous. 

“I definitely think there’s a connection 
between the jock and the horse. Some are 


a litde crazy here and there, but if you have 
good energy, then your horse is gonna run 
better. And, in the race, when you get to 
sit back and sit off the pace a little bit, and 
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Wes and his father/fellow jockey Steve “Cowboy" Hamilton. 


watch everything that’s goin’ 
on, and hit the hole at the head 
of the lane, it’s just like tun¬ 
nel vision. All you can hear is 
the horse’s feet smackin’ the 
ground and your heart beat. 

It’s an adrenaline rush, a reaUy 
good feelin’.” 

So it was that summer day 
in 2014, Wes and Dakotah 
Jones four-wheeling through 
the Oklahoma wood trails. 

Probably doing close to 40 mph, 

Wes said—racehorse speed— 
when his ATV broke a tie rod, 
spit a wheel, turned a clear 
day dark and jumbled. No cell¬ 
phones. Miles from help. 

“It looked like somebody had a machete 
and whacked him right in the leg, cut wide 
open” above the knee, Wes said. “And I’m 
color-blind, boss. So I wasn’t sure if he was 
bleedin’ or, from the four-wheeler flippin’, 
it was gas or oil cornin’ out. But there was 
stuff all over the ground, and he wasn’t 
sayin’ nothin’; he was in shock. Couldn’t 
carry him. I had to do somethin’. 

“I ripped my shirt off I wet it in this 
friggin’ puddle I seen. I wrung it out, and I 
tied it around his leg as tight as I could get 
it and took off I was hoppin’ on one leg 
and grittin’ my teeth because my leg was 
burnin’ so bad and my ankle hurt. Took 
a couple breaks here and there, but my 
adrenaline got me there. I mean, I hopped 
on one leg for two, three miles, got to a big 
hill , feU down the hill, hurt my ankle worse. 
Saw a house at the top of the hill. I barely 
made it up that hiU. Aw, man, I thought my 
buddy was gonna die. I had to.” 

A woman answered the door. Wes asked 
for a phone. He called a four-wheeling 
friend who lived within range of the wreck 
site, figured he could reach Dakotah fast¬ 
est. Wes rang his parents next. Cowboy was 
out in a field from the house a piece, “tidin’ 
a little colt I’d gotten started.” In time they 
joined the rescue bid, drove Dakotah to a 
hospital. Today, Wes said, his friend’s play¬ 
ing college baseball. 

Wes said his broken left ankle healed 
fine without surgery. Seven-mile runs don’t 
stir that dreaded day, odd given how bad it 
hurt then. Pain like that, he said, he found 
just one other time—at EUoree, for no 
good reason. 

For 10 months, Goree Smith’s equine 
nursery meant basic training in horseman¬ 
ship. 

Wes breezed his first horses on a race¬ 
track. Mucked stalls, bathed horses, fed and 
groomed and bandaged them, turned them 
out, brought them in. 


“Gettin’ on horses and failin’ off,” he 
said. “Horses stumblin’, cornin’ off, hittin’ 
the ground. Buckin’. You see everything at 
the farm. You won’t see one thing different 
here [at the racetrack] than you’ll see on a 
farm, gettin’ on 15, 16, 17 horses a day. 

“Had a lotta good teachers down there, 
boss. Mr. Goree, he was the best. He 
taught me from the base up.” 

There Wes met and chummed around 
with fellow novice Ray Ray Brigmon. 
Ray Ray’s father, Bobo, had graduated 
from EUoree decades earUer; he became 
Cowboy’s valet and close famUy friend. 

Ray Ray got the caU the September 
morning Wes awoke with a knife through 
his stomach—or something Uke it. Pain so 
bad he couldn’t get out of bed to throw up. 

Wes managed to reach for his ceU- 
phone. Ray Ray came and got him, drove 
off toward the nearest urgent-care station. 
When Wes’s color fled, Ray Ray sped to a 
hospital, got doctorly praise for the detour: 
Wes’s leaky appendix was set to burst. They 
did the appendectomy that afternoon. 

Through at EUoree, Wes packed his 
things and waited for his folks to drive him 
back to Maryland. Less than two months 
later, Nov. 5, 2017, he won an amateur-rid¬ 
er race aboard odds-on favorite My Uncle 
A1 at Parx. Three weeks after that, his pro 
career began. Wes set up in the near left 
corner of the Laurel jocks’ room, Bobo 
Brigmon his valet. 

“He’s like a little nephew to me,” 
Brigmon said. “Known him aU his Ufe. 
Came here ready-made. You can’t say, 
U taught him this, I helped him do this, 
I helped him do that.’ He’s doin’ it on 
his own. There’s nothin’ you can say but 
'Good job.’” 

Good enough to win an EcUpse? Wes 
couldn’t tab it. Yeah, he had more appren¬ 
tice scores (118) than the other finaUsts, 
Reylu Gutierrez and Edgar Morales, but 


Morales’ mounts had earned a 
Uttle more. 

Wes rented a tux. Cowboy 
wore the black “Hundred X” 
beaver-felt Stetson he’d had 
custom made. Family and 
friends, 20 of them, fiUed two 
tables at Gulfstream Park. 
They aired race-riding videos 
of the finaUsts. Wes thinks they 
showed him on Tricky Lion for 
Dale Capuano. 

“I looked strong,” he said. 
But it didn’t steel him. 

“I was shakin’ nervous, 
boss. I was. That was the most 
nervous I have ever been in my 
entire Ufe. I was just wide-eyed, 
heart poundin’ out of my chest. I didn’t 
know what to think.” 

Then The Word. Wes thanked his dad, 
of course, Goree Smith, his family, his 
girlfriend, agent Purdy and predecessor, 
Paul Plymire. Plymire had deftly managed 
the bug year into August but shopped two 
other jocks; Wes sought an agent with no 
competing bonds. 

From the mid-’90s, Purdy had booked 
mounts a decade for Larry SaumeU and 
Tommy Turner and Cowboy. When 
Cowboy left the last time for Oklahoma, 
Purdy went back to training. 

He’d tracked Wes with interest, marked 
his growth. “He’s got wonderful balance,” 
Purdy said. “He’s got great timing. And 
he’s got nerve. Other than that, he’s very, 
very strong. He’s got a reaUy good left 
hand. And I could just see it getting better 
and better and better each month. I had no 
idea that I was gonna be his agent. I was 
just looking for a spot for him to ride one 
of my horses, but I couldn’t get him most 
of the time.” 

As with the Brigmons, Bobo and Ray 
Ray, the stars aUgned again. “It was crazy” 
in its coincidence, Purdy said. “Abolutely 
crazy.” 

Last August, Cowboy caUed Purdy. “Do 
you ever think about goin’ back to work 
as an agent?” In truth, he had, his runners 
down to three and self-owned. 

Purdy: “So I talked it over with my wife, 
and I said, Wou know what? It’s nice train¬ 
ing horses, but I like being an agent, and 
I love Steve and the family—they’re great, 
great people, and they’re very persistent.’” 

The torch passed, Wes rode out his bug 
year and won an Eclipse. He came back 
from Florida, Laurel regulars said, no dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Everybody loves him,” said Frankie 
SaumeU, the clerk of scales. “He’s got that 
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personality, he walks in the room, you’re 
happy to see him. Always comes in with a 
great attitude. Happy. Polite. There might 
be people he doesn’t even know in my 
office; he’ll walk in and say, ‘Hello, how 
you doin’? Yes ma’am’ and ‘No ma’am, yes 
sir’ and ‘No sir.’ He was raised well, comes 
from a good family.” 

A family Amy Hamilton only wants to 
keep intact. The emergency-room nurse at 
Howard County (Md.) General Hospital 
had tried to dissuade Wes from race-riding. 
Instead, her anguish passed from spouse 
to son. 

“She stiU worries herself to death,” Wes 
said, the smile empathetic. “She’ll watch 
races live on her phone when she’s at work 
and has free time, and she’s just freakin’ 
out.” 

He rubbed his left forearm, across a 
tattooed artsy treble clef that morphed, 
underneath, into a guitar neck. Wes took 
no lessons, can’t read music, doesn’t 
know keys. But he taught himself to play, 
started a little garage band in Oklahoma 
that did covers. Now he picks or strums 
most every day. The other night, Brooke 
Leatherman, his girlfriend, stopped over. 
She gallops horses for her mom, trainer 
Faith Leatherman, and sings pretty well, 
Wes said. He broke out an acoustic guitar. 
They did a Chris Stapleton number. 

“When I heard him play guitar, I just 
couldn’t believe it,” Purdy said. “I was 
shocked. ‘You’ve got to be kidding me.’ He 
said, ‘Yeah, matey. I’ve got seven guitars. 
What do you want me to play? Some 
Spanish music? Rock and roU? Jazz?’ He’s 
amazing. 

“It doesn’t matter what he does: He 
picks it up really fast, and he just gets bet¬ 
ter at it as time goes on. And he’s doing the 
same thing with race-riding.” 

What would you do? 

On a Thursday afternoon at Laurel Park, 
you’re sitting in the jocks’ room patiently 
answering more reporter’s questions. Out 
on the track, horses slosh through mud 
before the fifth race. What you don’t know: 
A jockey’s off one of them. 

Behind you, Saumell enters the room 
like a carnival barker: “Who wants to ride 
the 4 horse in here?! Anybody wanna ride 
the 4?! He’s 7 to 1!” 

You rise fast and turn. “All right, I’U ride 
him.” You don’t know what’s out there, 
just something to ride. You reach for your 
boots. 

In no time, you have a horse sure and 
potent in your hands. Year-round joys 
serve reaching horses, rushing wind, daring 
speed. Moments like this. ^

A cross the years, Franklin “Goree” 
Smith had done roundabout busi¬ 
ness with jockey Steve “Cowboy” 
Hamilton. Smith took horses he’d 
bred, schooled and developed in South 
Carolina and sent them to race for his 
Maryland-based brother, trainer Ham 
Smith, who’d give Hamilton a leg up. 

In 2016, the pipeline flowed the other 
direction. Hamilton shipped a promising 
homebred-his 18-year-old son Wes-to 
Elloree Training Center for some school¬ 
ing and development. 

“He was basically green as far as 
Thoroughbreds, and what to do as far as 
bein’ a jockey,” Smith said. “He’d been on 
a horse and sat on a horse a little bit, but 
you could see some of the techniques, 
and things like that, he was gonna have 
to work on.” 

Wes had trail-ridden with his dad 
in Oklahoma in Western tack. Elloree 
exposed him to that little sliver of a thing, 
the racing saddle. 

“That’s where I got on my first horses 
on a racetrack, breezed my first horses,” 
Wes said. “That’s where I learned every¬ 
thing.” 

At EUoree, you had to. A jockey-in¬ 
training also serves as hotwalker, groom, 
stablehand, assistant trainer. As such, 
the training center preps every kind of 
horseman. 

“So many of ’em come at such an 
early age,” Smith said. “It’s really tough to 
go away and follow this sort of a profile. 
Get up to work at daylight, and it’s seven 
days a week. We wanna put ’em through 
the drill before they leave here. You 
know, a lot of ’em don’t get there, and lot 
of ’em can’t handle it. But you’re always 
lookin’ for a kid like him. Every so often, 
one comes.” 

A year and a half older than broth¬ 
er Hammy, Goree girded horses and 
horsemen well before he bought Elloree 
in 1976. Once the Old Palmetto Race 
Course, EUoree offered aU that Goree’s 
growing business needed, its 400 acres 
holding stables and outbuildings and a 
three-quarter-mUe track. 

An equine (and human) proving 
ground, EUoree gives Goree Smith a 
chance to instruct and observe. A half- 
century’s experience teUs him what to 
look for. 

“You gotta have kids that are deter¬ 
mined and have a focus,” he said. “I don’t

say it surprised me, but when I saw how 
focused [Wes] was, I knew he was gonna 
get there and give it his best. And I felt he 
had a hell of a chance. Nothin’ was get- 
tin’ in his way. There weren’t other issues 
and stuff He was straight on right from 
the start.” 

After 10 months at EUoree, emer¬ 
gency appendix surgery interrupted Wes’ 
schooUng. He’d grown much as jock and 
horseman. Smith said, and would rate “a 
cinch” to win a national apprentice-riding 
title with a few more months of training. 

“I thought maybe he’d come back 
for the breakin’ season one more time,” 
Smith said, “sometime after the first of 
the year.” 

Cowboy and Wes thought the founda¬ 
tion sturdy. Wes began riding for pay two 
months later, November 2017, won 118 
races as a bug rider and an EcUpse Award 
as champion apprentice. 

“Turns out he was good enough,” 
said Smith, who helped launch the career 
of HaU of Famer Chris Antley among 
others. 

The horseman said he watched the 
EcUpse Awards a day later, expressed 
gratitude that Wes had acknowledged 
him in accepting racing’s highest honor. 

“I appreciated him doin’ that,” Smith 
said. “He was determined to get it right, 
and he did, and I’m just proud as heU of 
him. He handled himself reaUy weU there, 
accepting the award and all that Uke a fine 
young man. He’s just that—a good man 
with a great future.”

West Virginia sire Fiber Sonde continues to climb

A t Keeneland November in 2007, the sales catalog listed 31 horses 
as stallion prospects. You don’t know 30 of them. Eleven didn’t 
seU. One brought $130,000. Another just $1,000. 

The one you do know. West Virginia phenom Fiber Sonde, sold for 
$8,000. Looking to expand the stallion roster at their Beau Ridge Farm 
near Charles Town, John McKee and Cyndy O’Bannon made the success¬ 
ful bid—and unknowingly changed their lives. 


“It don’t take too many bids to get to 
$8,000,” said McKee recently with a laugh. 
“Fm sure they started at 50 thousand, then 
25, then maybe 10 and probably one or 
two. Our budget? We thought we paid a lot 
for him at $8,000.” 

A 2-year-old, Fiber Sonde was unraced 
and essentially untrained. He’d been injured 
on a paddock fence, and still has the scars 
to prove it. X-ray issues kept him out of 
a yearling sale. AU of it kept him from a 
racing career. But he was by Unbridled’s 
Song and out of the Storm Cat mare Silken 
Cat. That made Fiber Sonde a half-brother 
to champion sprinter and (at the time) 
in-demand young stallion Speightstown. 
The latter has since gone on to great 
things—with an $80,000 stud fee, six top- 
10 finishes in the annual sire rankings and 
100 stakes winners. 

His kid brother—who stands for $1,000 
-is doing OK, too. 

In 2018, Fiber Sonde’s sons and daugh¬ 
ters earned $2.7 million and won 127 races. 
Lifetime, the progeny earnings are closing 
in on $9 million, with about 80 percent 
winners from starters. And . . . and, his 
daughter Late Night Pow Wow won Laurel 
Park’s Barbara Fritchie-G3 in February and 
was aiming for the Grade 1 Madison at 
Keeneland April 6. 

McKee bred Late Night Pow Wow, 
and sold her privately to Charles Town 
trainer Javier Contreras. The dark bay has 


won 11 of 12 starts, including two graded 
stakes, and earned $619,400. Contreras 
recently sold the 4-year-old fiUy to national 
stable Breeze Easy, but trains her at Charles 
Town. She’s very much a local success 
story, and something of a business model 
for McKee. 

He doesn’t advertise Fiber Sonde, keeps 
that stud fee at $1,000 and is selective 
about what mares go to the now 14-year- 
old gray. 

“We turn down a lot of mares, not on 
the quality of the mares, but whether it’s 
people who have supported us through the 
years,” said McKee. “We don’t advertise 
him at all. We’ve kept him at $1,000 which 
is almost a giveaway. I don’t take mares 
that I know aren’t going to run at Charles 
Town. We want to get West Virginia horses 
running.” 

McKee, who helped push the West 
Virginia Thoroughbred Development 
Fund through the legislature, believes in 
the West Virginia program and supports 
it with his farm, his stallion and his mares. 

“I’m from this area,” he said. “I was 
president of the breeders when we fought 
like heU to get it through. It’s gotten 
depleted a little over the years, and some of 
that is coming back now, but it works. The 
original bill said we might have one [West 
Virginia-bred] race a day, then it was two, 
now it’s five, six, seven of them.” 


Fiber Sonde’s success is tied to that pro¬ 
gram, though even McKee treaded lightly 
at first. 

“He didn’t get many mares early,” 
McKee said. “I didn’t breed many mares to 
him either. You want to be a little cautious 
because if you’re not you can end up with 
a lot of not-so-good horses on your farm. 
And then he turned out to be good.” 

His first crop included six runners as 
juveniles. Four were winners. The curve 
has tilted upward ever since with stakes 
winners Hidden Canyon, Flirting Song, 
Ghost Fever, Moonlit Song, Bullets Fever, 
Runnin’toluvya and more flying on the 
racetrack. Almost all raced exclusive¬ 
ly at in-state venues Charles Town and 
Mountaineer. Many were bred by McKee 
and/or O’Bannon, and pretty much all of 
them can run. 

'We’ve had a lot of West Virginia-bred 
stakes winners and to do that is saying a 
lot because those are tough races to win,” 
McKee said. “The point is you can breed 
him to any kind of mare and get a run¬ 
ner. Some of them are good and some are 
mediocre, but they’re aU runners.” 

Fiber Sonde himself was not. Nobody’s 
really sure whether he’s ever been ridden. 
At Beau Ridge, he gets his exercise on 
the Eurociser free walker and otherwise 
spends his days in his stall (where he’s a 
cupcake), the breeding shed or somewhere 
in between. 

“He doesn’t do anything bad,” McKee 
said. “Cyndy can do anything with him in 
the stall, without even tying him up. He’s 
easy. You take him out of his stall, he’s a 
stallion. When he comes out of his stall, he 
knows what that’s for.” 

From across the room, O’Bannon com¬ 
pleted the thought: “I don’t bring him out 
of the stall.” 
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Kentucky Roots 

Bred by Aaron and Marie Jones, just 
like Speightstown, Fiber Sonde was sold 
at Keeneland by Indian Creek Farm but 
had spent time at Taylor Made Farm and 
remains something of an example there. 

“Of all the horses weVe sold, a hun¬ 
dred Grade 1 winners and aU those horses, 
I have a picture of Fiber Sonde on my 
waU that John McKee sent me,” said Mark 
Taylor, vice president of marketing and 
public sales for the farm. “Just because it’s 
such a great story. The horse was not going 


to be viable, he wasn’t going to make it to 
the races, he had issues, and he just needed 
a good home and somebody to give him a 
chance and it aU worked out.” 

The stallion market can be a difficult 
bet with an unproven horse, even a horse 
that raced. Taking one with zero starts and 
dodgy X-rays-and trying to make him a 
stallion—now that’s a longshot. Thanks to a 
mutual client. Beau Ridge and Taylor Made 
built a business relationship 25 years ago 
and McKee was a regular buyer of horses 
that didn’t quite fit the model for the far- 
flung Kentucky operation used to selling 


high-doUar horses with gaudy records and 
loads of potential. 

Speightstown sold for $2 million as a 
yearling. Mark Taylor figured the cham¬ 
pion’s brother had to be worth something, 
and told McKee about the horse. 

“He’s a big, good-looking horse and 
he’s gray,” McKee said of his first impres¬ 
sion. “We liked Speightstown and he’s 
a half-brother so it made sense. He had 
things that made you think he’d make a 
stallion.” 

At the same sale. Beau Ridge spent 
$15,000 on Footnotes and let’s just say he 
was no Fiber Sonde. Whether it was luck 
or circumstance, something clicked with 
the West Virginia stallion and there may be 
more success to come 

“He’s a reaUy good stallion,” said Taylor. 
“People say, ‘Oh, it’s West Virginia’ but the 
bottom line is you can only do as well as 
the environment you’re planted in and he’s 
pretty much dominated up there. Now he’s 
got a horse that’s really serious anywhere.” 

Star daughter Late Night Pow Wow 
will get a chance to push the family to 
new heights. She won the Grade 3 Charles 
Town Oaks on her home track in 2018, 
and has won three straight at Laurel Park 
culminating with the Fritchie. Even more 
opportunities beckon. 

Like Fiber Sonde, Late Night Pow 
Wow has a Taylor Made connection. At 
Keeneland January in 2013, McKee and 
O’Bannon spent $5,000 to buy the Indian 
Charlie mare Holy Pow Wow. She’d run 
four times, earned $399. As a broodmare, 
she’s been bred to Fiber Sonde-over and 
over—and produced Indian Sound (a five¬ 
time winner). Late Night Pow Wow, a 
2-year-old colt named Muad’dib and a 
yearling fiUy Thanks to the success, other 
staUion options continue to present them¬ 
selves. 

“We got offered a foal share to Arro¬ 
gate, we could go to California Chrome, 
Speightstown, a lot of horses,” said 
McKee. “But the foal would have to bring 
more than $150,000 at the sale for it to be 
worth it for what I get for the foal plus 
breeders awards and stallion awards. At 
this moment, we’re going to stay with Fiber 
Sonde. How much better can it get?” 

In early March, the veterinarian was due 
in soon to check to see if Holy Pow Wow 
was in foal-to Fiber Sonde. 

“You know, why mess with what’s work- 
£ ing,” said Taylor. “It’s a free season to him, 
I and he’s got the genetic switch switched 
I on. If that baby looks good, somebody’s 
S going to buy it for something serious. It’ll 
be worth something.” 

Just like its sire. ^

Thoroughbred ID 
process goes digital

T he days of ink and paper will soon be just a memory as The Jockey 
Club and the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau are phasing 
in a new technological era for the registration and identification of 
Thoroughbreds. 

No longer will foal papers have to be shuffled between owners, farms, 
auctions and racetracks—digital registration certificates can be easily pulled 
up on computers and mobile devices. Microchipping young horses will 
allow them to be quickly identified when racing, and also help track them 
when their racing days are over. And the need for tattooing the inside of a 
horse’s lip will also be a thing of the past as the microchip will lend itself 
to a digital tattoo. 


In short, there’s a lot to learn for every¬ 
one in the industry And while the new 
technology may take some getting used 
to, most breeders say the new registration 
process is fairly simple. 

Digital registration became mandatory 
with the 2018 foal crop. The process 
starts once a breeder submits a Live Foal 
Report to The Jockey Club within 30 
days of a foal’s birth, through Interactive 
Registration at registry.jockeyclub.com. 
Three to four months later. The Jockey 
Club mails a package to the breeder with 
the microchip contained in a plunger-like 
device, labels with the barcode of the 
microchip’s unique 15-character number, 
and a genetic sampling kit. 

Then, it’s time to contact a veterinarian, 
who wiU insert the microchip into the foal’s 
nuchal ligament, on the left side of the 
neck, in a place between the poll and the 
withers. The microchip is about the size of 
a grain of rice. 

“It’s a large ligament and a place where 
the chip can’t migrate, like it might if it 
were placed under the skin,” said Dr. Bill 
Hess, who owns Hess Equine Services in 
Stewartstown, Pa. “We check the num¬ 
bers to make sure it’s an active, readable 
chip, and the process to insert it is very 


simple. We clip and prep the site with a 
surgical scrub, making sure it’s clean, and 
the microchip is already contained in the 
device with a large needle. You plunge it 
into the ligament just like you were giving 
a vaccine, and the chip is ejected. Once it’s 
in, it’s done.” 

Allison InneUa, the barn manager for 
Chip and Barbara Wheeler’s WynOaks 
Farm in Delta, Pa., said the farm has been 
microchipping foals for three years, start¬ 
ing before it was mandatory in 2017. She 
said the digital registration was easy to 
learn. 

“It’s pretty straightforward,” she said. 
As for microchipping, she added: “We 
microchip between 30 and 40 foals each 
year and it’s a five-minute process, and we 
haven’t had any problems with it.” 

Barbara Wheeler said another added 
benefit of the digital registration is that 
previously she would have to wait to get 
the foal papers in the mail (generally a four- 
week wait) from The Jockey Club before 
being able to register a horse with the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association. 
Having the foal papers arrive in electronic 
form speeds up the process. 

Becky Brok, who owns Diamond B 
Farm in MohrsviUe, Pa., with her husband 


Glenn, said that she also began microchip¬ 
ping her foals before it became mandatory. 

“It’s easy to mix up the (15) microchip 
numbers when you go to type them in the 
computer for the report to The Jockey 
Club,” said Brok. “But I like that it’s one 
more way to identify a horse.” 

Dr. James Bryant, co-breeder with his 
wife Linda of the multiple graded stakes 
winner Page McKenney, noted, “We had 
just one foal last year, but had no trouble 
with the microchipping or registration pro¬ 
cess.” 

To read the microchip number, an 
ISO 11785 compliant microchip reader is 
needed. A reader can be obtained through 
a veterinarian or veterinary supply com¬ 
pany. The Jockey Club recommends the 
Datamars microchip scanner, with a $249 
special price for owners and breeders at 
pettravelstore.com via a link on The Jockey 
Club website. 

Once the microchip number is recorded, 
using the Microchip Requesting, Report¬ 
ing & Lookup module on Interactive 
Registration, a digital certificate is issued, 
which replaces the old foal papers. A 
breeder wiU be sent an email by The Jockey 
Club informing them that the digital certif¬ 
icate was assigned to his or her Interactive 
Registration account. 

Because the new process may be a 
bit overwhelming, breeders can reach out 
to The Jockey Club for help. There are 
stiU some elements retained from the old 
registration system, including photograph¬ 
ing the foal and submitting a DNA hair 
sample. 

“If anyone has questions, they can caU 
registration services at (859) 224-2700 or 
(800) 444-8521, or email inquiries@jockey 
club.com, and we wiU be happy to help,” 
said Shannon Luce, director of communi¬ 
cations for The Jockey Club. 

Luce said that the microchips used by 
The Jockey Club are passive, meaning they 
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display a unique number encoded in the microchip only when 
they are exposed to a signal generated by a compatible scanner. 
However, microchips can be used in addition to markings as a tool 
for identifying horses whenever necessary 

Once the horse arrives at the racetrack to start its career, the 
digital tattoo process begins. 

A technician employed by the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau inspects the horse, scanning the microchip and comparing 
markings with photos previously submitted to The Jockey Club’s 
database to verify its identity. The technician will also upload 
updated photographs of the horse. 

In effect, the microchip serves as the tattoo, with the photo¬ 
graphs helping to achieve a two-factor authentication. 

Beginning Jan. 1, 2020, the digital tattoo system wiU be 
enforced. The racing secretary at each track must make sure 
horses entered to race that were foaled in 2018 or thereafter have 
the digital tattoo. 

Instead of “flipping lips,” horse identifiers will use microchip 
scanners and a tablet that shows the electronic foal papers and 
photos of the horse’s markings to verify that the horse is the cor¬ 
rect one entered to race. 

Getting track personnel up to speed on the process is some¬ 
thing the Maryland-based TRPB has been working on for more 
than a year. 

“Each of the 42 Thoroughbred Racing Association racetrack 
associations have an action officer who has been involved with 
the discussion and process over the past 18 months,” said J. Curtis 
Linnell, executive vice president of the TRPB, who noted that the 
response has been generally positive with the transition plan to 
digital tattooing. 

In the future, digital tattoos can have expanded uses, LinneU 
said, including identification for morning workouts. ^

Alwaysmining aces two-turn test 
with front-running Private Terms romp

I n February, after 3-year-old Always- 
mining won the 1-mile Miracle Wood 
Stakes at Laurel Park, trainer Kelly 
Rubley didn’t hesitate when asked if her 
horse was for real. 

“We think so,” she said. “He’s super 
easy to train. He’s a strong gallop, but he’s 
focused and he loves his job.” 


Then she left herself a little wiggle 
room. Alwaysmining had yet to run around 
two turns. He’d never been challenged in 
the early going of a race. He’d yet to win 
anywhere but Laurel Park. The rising talent 
was winning races, and looking good, but 
there were stiU questions. 

Consider at least one answered. 


A month after making easy work of the 
Miracle Wood, the Maryland-bred lined up 
against six rivals in the iyi6-mile Private 
Terms at Laurel March 16. The 1-2 favorite 
broke in front, set comfortable fractions, 
accelerated late and won by (P/a lengths in 
1:42.65. Joevia finished a distant second 
with Tybalt another 3 lengths back in third. 

Ridden by Daniel Centeno, Always- 
mining handled two turns like a NASCAR 
driver. 

“My biggest concern was it’s really a 
short jump to the first turn here when we 
go a mile-and-a-sixteenth and if we didn’t 
clear it, I wasn’t sure how our trip would 
play out. Obviously, he had no problem 
jumping out on top,” Rubley said. “I was 
extremely impressed with this race. Danny 
said he never even had to use the stick on 
him, which I think is phenomenal. He’s just 
doing it for fun.” 

That’s beginning to be theme for the 
Stay Thirsty gelding, who stretched his win-

Alwaysmining hasn’t lost or been 
behind a horse since-winning an allow¬ 
ance, the Maryland Juvenile Futurity, Heft 
Stakes, Miracle Wood and now the Private 
Terms — all at Laurel. What may come next 
has everyone excited. 

'We’ll see,” Rubley said. "Every time we 
win we get more excited, of course.” 

THREE STRAIGHT FOR LAS SETAS 

While Alwaysmining had his connec¬ 
tions thinking big, Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old filly Las Setas was doing the same thing 
after taking the $100,000 Beyond The Wire 
Stakes for Wayne Harrison, Bob Manfuso 
and Katy Voss. 

The daughter of Seville (Ger) stretched 
her winning streak to three, adding the 
1-mile stakes to a similar win in the 7-fur¬ 
long Wide Country Feb. 16. The winner, 
bred by Manfuso and Voss, won by 5 
lengths over Crafty’s Dream with Our 
Super Freak third after a mile in 1:37.82. 

The winner, whose name means The 
Mushrooms in Spanish, is the third stakes 
winner from the broodmare Tanca-after 
Cordmaker, who won the Harrison John¬ 
son on the same card, and Maryland 
Million Nursery winner Corvus. 

"Phenomenal,” said Voss, also the 
horse’s trainer. 

Las Setas and jockey Jevian Toledo set 
easy fractions of :24.78 and :48.23 en route 
to her third win in four starts. 

"She did it really easy,” the jockey said. 
"She took the lead and then put her ears 
up waiting for horses and when I asked 
her she just took off and kept going. You 
could see in the last sixteenth she put her 
ears back up again waiting for horses. I 
don’t think she could have done it easier 
than that.” 

Voss will likely point her fiUy to the 
Weber City Miss Stakes April 20 at Laurel. 
A win carries an automatic berth in the 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 at Pimlico 
Race Course May 17.

ning streak to five and likely earned himself 
an April try in a Kentucky Derby-Gl prep 
in New York or Kentucky. The win was 
worth a 109 speed figure from Equibase, 
one point below the 110 earned by Omaha 
Beach in winning a division of the Rebel 
Stakes-G2 at Oaklawn Park the same day. 

Bred by Poppet Pitts, owned by Penn¬ 
sylvania’s Runnymede Racing and trained 
at Fair Hill in Maryland, Alwaysmining is 
about as Mid-Atlantic as they get—though 
his path to the races went through Ken¬ 
tucky for a bit. 
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Pitts sold the dark bay as a short year¬ 
ling at Keeneland January (for $32,000) in 
2017. By September, he was a $130,000 
yearling purchased by Jim Mclngvale. 
Ready early last year for trainer Laura 
Wohlers, Alwaysmining finished third at 
Keeneland in April and was fourth twice 
at Churchill Downs. Wohlers shipped 
her horse to Laurel in late June, and he 
won a maiden special going SA furlongs. 
Runnymede, owned by Greg and Caroline 
Bentley, bought Alwaysmining after that 
race and he lost his first two starts —an 
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sale at Timonium and has been rewarded 
with four wins and earnings of $200,463. 
Cordmaker won in his second start in 
September 2017, captured the Jennings 
Stakes late last year and was eighth after 
getting pinched at the gate in Laurel’s 
General George Stakes-G3 going 7 fur¬ 
longs Feb. 16. Longer distance and a class 
drop helped out in the Johnson, run for the 
34th time and the first of five stakes worth 
$450,000 on the card. 

“The horse has been running really 
well,” Jenkins said. “A mile-and-an-eighth. 


he’s bred for it but you never know if 
they’ll do it. The horse has been training 
beautiful and doing great. 

“I’ve always had faith in him. I thought 
he’d be the best turf horse in the world. I 
ran him once on the turf and he left out 
like a bullet, runs a half-mile and stops.

Off since early December, owner/ 
breeder Linda Zang’s Lewis field repeat¬ 
ed in the $75,000 Not For Love Stakes 
(also for Maryland-bred or sired)—lead¬ 
ing throughout and finishing clear by 314 
lengths after 6 furlongs in 1:08.68. 

The seasonal debut came after a 10-start 
2018, where Lewis field won two stakes and 
placed in five others. 

“He needed a little break at the end of 
the year,” trainer Jeff Runco said. 'We took 
him back to the farm and put some weight 
on him. He looked a lot better when he 
came back in, and when he came back 
training he was just moving better. A little 
R-and-R did great things for him.” 

The 5-year-old, a son of Great Notion 
and the Crowd Pleaser mare Smart Crowd, 
won for the seventh time in 16 lifetime 
starts (he’s won six of 10 at Laurel) with 
earnings of $371,297. 

News and Notes: Laurel carded a 
1 / 4 -mile starter handicap on the 11-race 
card. Eleven showed up for the rarity, 
with Dynamax Prime getting the win after 
2:04.46 for owner Robert Bone and trainer 
Claudio Gonzalez . . . Total handle on the 
day, billed as a preview to the April 20 
Federico Tesio card, was $3.86 million-up

DeMasi-bred Word On a Wing gives 
young sire Winchill his first winner

W hen a horse breaks his maiden 
by nearly 17 lengths and the offi¬ 
cial chart footnote reads that he 
was “taken under wraps nearly the entire 
stretch run” it can get even the most vet¬ 
eran trainer’s pulse racing just a bit faster. 

And when that horse is a homebred, 
and becomes the first winner by a staUion 
the trainer and her husband own . . . well, 
you could say it was an all-around great day 
Such was the experience for train¬ 
er Kate DeMasi when 3-year-old Word 
On a Wing triumphed Feb. 11 at Parx 
Racing, becoming the stallion Winchill’s 
first winner. DeMasi bred Word On a 
Wing in Pennsylvania and owns Winchill, a 
stakes-winning son of Tapit who stands at 
Timber Ridge Farm in Felton, Pa. 


Word On a Wing made his debut last 
November against fellow Pennsylvania- 
breds, setting the pace until midstretch 
before fading to third. Given time off to 
regroup, DeMasi brought the gelding back 
in February off a series of steady drills and 
he improved. 

Jockey Mychel Sanchez put him on the 
lead from the start of the 6 -furlong state- 
bred maiden, and he opened a 6 -length 
advantage by the half-mile pole, increased 
it to 15 by midstretch and eventually I 6 V 2 
by the time he stroked under the wire in 
1:11.18. 

“I thought he would run well, because 
he’d trained really well coming up to the 
race,” said DeMasi, a CentreviUe, Md., 
native who was an assistant to trainer 


Dick Dutrow before venturing out on her 
own in 1984. “He performed like he was 
in a different area code. I was impressed 
because he was so professional. But he’s 
always shown ability and brains.” 

DeMasi describes Word On a Wing as 
not a particularly big horse, but an easy 
horse to train and be around. 

“He’s like aU the other WinchiUs—not 
mean, very personable and loves his job,” 
she said. “What they’re showing me is that 
they’U be in high demand for other careers 
once their racing days are over.” 

Word On a Wing also hails from a 
productive female family for DeMasi, 
who breeds under her Pewter Stable ban¬ 
ner. Second dam, the Polish Numbers 
mare Merry Princess, won multiple stakes 
for Pewter, and was a turf-sprint special¬ 
ist, capturing Pimlico’s The Very One 
Stakes, as well as the Buckland Stakes at 
Colonial Downs and Phoenix Stakes at 
Meadowlands, aU at 5 furlongs on grass. 
She won or placed in 21 of 25 starts and 
earned $319,164. 

Merry Princess produced many good 
runners -10 of her 11 foals started and 
won—including stakes winner Merry’s 
Honor and stakes-placed Zensational 
Merry. To the cover of Fusaichi Pegasus, 
she produced Merry’s Pegasus, the dam of 
Word On a Wing. 

'We raced Merry’s Pegasus, and she’s 
thrown several good runners, including 
Tarafirma,” DeMasi said of the allowance- 
winning daughter of Any Given Saturday. 

Merry’s Pegasus is also the dam of mul¬ 
tiple winner Merry Giant and has a 2-year- 
old fiUy by Midshipman named Pegasus in 
Flight. Merry’s Pegasus was bred back to 
Winchill this year. 

DeMasi trained WinchiU for nearly aU 
of his 22 starts. Upon retirement, Winchill 
began his stallion career in Pennsylvania, 
at Pointer Farm in Bernvike in 2015 and 
2016. In 2017, he was moved to Behrmann 
Farms in West Virginia, but has been 
returned to Pennsylvania this year at 
Timber Ridge. DeMasi’s husband Greg 
manages his stud career. From 21 foals of 
racing age, three have started. 

Winchill got his second winner 17 days 
after Word On a Wing’s score when the 
Pennsylvania-bred You Must ChiU won 
easily at Santa Anita for a $50,000 tag going 
1 mile. The gray/roan colt, racing for Bode 
Miller and David Brantley’s DB Dojo LLC 
and trained by George Papaprodromou, 
has been third or better in five consecutive 
starts since last November, aU in California. 
He was bred by Mark Grier and sold as a

“WeVe been waiting for this moment a 
long time,” said DeMasi. “When you stand 
a stallion, it can seem like forever before 
you see the first babies start to race.” 

In addition to Word On a Wing’s vic¬ 
tory, DeMasi had a productive February, 
including a training double Feb. 16. That 
day, she saddled Spirit Special, a son of 
Ghostzapper co-owned by Pewter and 
Sardello Racing Stable, to a nose victory in 
the third race, and R Lucky Charm, owned 
by Class Personified Stable, to a front-run¬ 
ning romp in the sixth. 

DeMasi’s maintained a string of horses 
at Penn National for the last several years, 
diversifying her stable a bit to include stalls 
there, Parx and Tampa Bay Downs in 
Florida. During the summer, the MuUica 
HiU, N.J., resident maintains a string at 
Monmouth Park. 

“That’s the best move I’ve ever made,” 
said DeMasi of her getting stalls at Penn 
National. “I can send horses that don’t 
quite fit at Parx, especially the Pennsylvania- 


breds, and keep them there, rather than 
shipping back and forth.” 

■ Fans of the Philadelphia Eagles no 
doubt recognized the name Wentz as he 
went to the post Feb. 9 for trainer John 
Servis and the Main Line Racing Stable. 

The son of Super Saver, christened 
Wentz in honor of the Eagles’ franchise 
quarterback Carson Wentz, had a lot of 
his followers cheering as he headed for the 
end zone IV 4 lengths in front of six rivals 
in allowance company. 

A winner at 2, Wentz came out at 3 
last year and finished second in Laurel 
Park’s Frank Whiteley Jr. Stakes in January 
and third in the Miracle Wood Stakes in 
February. He last found the winner’s circle 
in November, winning an allowance at 
Parx. The eye-catching chestnut, out of the 
Distorted Humor mare Snicker Belle, has 
won three of eight starts and pushed his 
bankroll to $123,330. 

In explaining how the colt got his name, 
Servis said that, as Wentz was the second 
pick by the Eagles in the NFL draft, “. . . it 
looked like he was going to be our 'super 


saver’ in Philadelphia. So we decided to 
name the horse Wentz.” 

Servis co-owns Wentz with two other 
partners under the Main Line banner, both 
of whom are Eagles season ticket holders 
and avid fans. 

■ Trainer Butch Reid has enjoyed enor¬ 
mous luck with the progeny of the Penn¬ 
sylvania stallion Weigelia over the years, 
and the latest to visit the winner’s circle 
for him was Cash is King and LC Racing’s 
Captain Sam, who scored in a state-bred 
allowance Feb. 19. 

Bred by WynOaks Farm, where Weigelia 
stands. Captain Sam dominated nine rivals, 
winning by Qh lengths under Edwin 
Rivera. The winner’s purse brought 4-year- 
old bay’s lifetime earnings to $115,469, 
more than repaying the $50,000 LC Racing 
paid for her as a 2-year-old at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May sale. Captain Sam is 
out of the Captain Bodgit mare Captain’s 
Windrose. Other sons and daughters of 
Weigelia that Reid has conditioned include 
the talented full-siblings Disco Rose, Fat 
Kat, Smooth B and Pink Princess. ^

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Making Strides 

Miller, West Virginia HBPA see progress 
with purse increases from new law

J im Miller had a busy schedule dur¬ 
ing his first several months as presi¬ 
dent of the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 
And the time investment already has paid 
off for the Thoroughbred industry 

Miller, a longtime owner and breeder, 
was elected to the post last fall. In January 
and February, he and others spent much 
of their time advocating for the industry 
during the West Virginia legislative session. 

“We spent most of January trying to 
work on consensus,” Miller said. “It’s hard 
to pass a bill.” 


As the session came to a close in early 
March, an important piece of legislation 
was signed into law by Gov. Jim Justice. 

The bill, which takes effect in late May, 
restores the roughly $11 million that has 
been taken from purse accounts since 
2005 to support a statewide Workers’ 
Compensation Debt Reduction Fund one 
lawmaker said totaled $4 billion. 

When the debt was paid off, other 
contributing industries — coal, gas and tim¬ 
ber—were legislatively permitted to stop 
making payments to the state. But racing’s 


share was diverted to the Excess Lottery 
Fund to pay for other state programs. 

This year’s bill had broad support. It 
first passed the Senate 34-0, and then 
passed the House of Delegates 86-10. 
Several legislators, a few who don’t have 
racetrack casinos in their districts, said it 
was about keeping promises. 

“Our strategy was very focused,” Miller 
said. “We worked with the governor. 
Senate and House to craft a bill that the 
administration, the West Virginia Lottery 
and the Department of Revenue could aU 
be behind and support. We spent a few 
weeks going through and analyzing the 
state code—it’s a very difficult code to read 
and understand.” 

Along with the about $150 million 
purse accounts paid to assist in the work¬ 
ers’ comp debt reduction, the legislature in 
2014 passed a “haircut” bill that diverted 
even more purse money from Thorough¬ 
bred and Greyhound racing. Miller said it 
“cut the legs out from under the industry.” 

The Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races purse account, which paid the most 
toward the debt-reduction fund, stands to 
pick up another $5-6 million a year. Based

MEDAGLIA D'DRD’s ONLY proven 
son outside of Kentucky 
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on gross purses of $23 million for its year- 
round racing program in 2018 that equates 
to a 25 percent increase. 

“For purses, that’s probably an extra 
$30,000 a day or another 15 to 20 days 
of racing,” Miller said. “It wiU have a real 
impact and wiU give us a more stable base.” 

Another biU that passed both cham¬ 
bers requires payment of all civil penalties 
imposed against licensees or permit-hold¬ 
ers into a fund to pay for necropsies of 
aU Thoroughbreds that suffer breakdowns 
and are euthanized, or Thoroughbreds 
“that otherwise expire on a racetrack.” It 
also requires that any money in excess of 
$10,000 in the fund at the end of each year 
may be used by the West Virginia Racing 
Commission for racehorse aftercare and 
to aid in the payment of hospitalization, 
medical care and funeral expenses for inju¬ 
ries or death sustained by permit-holders at 
a Thoroughbred racetrack. 

A biU that would have legalized advance 
deposit wagering in the state passed the 
House 77-20 but failed to make it through 
the Senate as time ran out on the 2019 ses¬ 
sion. However, Miller noted that progress 
was made on the bill, which came about 
through cooperation among the Charles 


Town HBPA, Charles Town management 
and track owner Penn National Gaming. 

“ADW is an important little piece-it 
could generate $300,000 to $400,000 in 
purses, which equates to another three or 
four racing days. We worked hand in hand 
with the track on it.” 

Miller said the horsemen’s group has 
begun working on the 2020 legislative 
session. He noted that the Thoroughbred 
breeding program “has been under attack” 
and requires more attention; the about $4.8 
million breed development fund at one 
time was almost $10 million a year. 

“We face a number of issues here,” 
Miller said. “We need to get the racing and 
breeding business back on solid footing in 
West Virginia. Gov. Justice wants to see the 
program, and the quality of the program, 
improve. That perspective is a big change 
[from previous administrations]. 

“Hopefully we wiU deliver those results. 
We need to have a reason for people to 
come here and invest in the business.” 

NEW BOARD, GOALS 

The new board of directors of the 
Charles Town HBPA led by MiUer is 
fuU of people with a longstanding his¬ 


tory and interest in not only preserving 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding but 
fostering growth in the business under dif¬ 
ficult circumstances. The board is strong 
on the advocacy side and recognizes the 
value of participating in the legislative 
process. 

Owner representatives on the board 
are former president Randy Funkhouser, 
Dick Knapp, Naomi Long, Tony Stehr and 
Cristina Vena Mosby. The alternate is Joe 
Funkhouser. 

Trainers or owner/trainers on the 
board are Leslie Condon, Victor Espinosa, 
Tim Grams, John McKee and Jeff Runco. 
Alternates are Crystal Pickett, Kristy 
Gazzier and Richard Hummer. 

“Our agenda is we’d like to see more 
marketing in our local market and we’d like 
to see growth in our live handle,” Miller 
said. “PNGI has focused on our [simulcast 
export] product, and they are doing a really 
good job with that. More [revenue] from 
the simulcast should add another $1 mil¬ 
lion to purses, and for having only eight 
races a night. I’d say we’re doing pretty 
well. 

“There are always areas to improve, 
and the local market is one of them, but

we compliment them on what they have done well. Our job is to 
work together on the product and brand and make it a successful 
business. We do have a positive relationship that allows for things 
to get done.” 

Miller said that among his objectives as president is “first and 
foremost” the safety of horses, riders and backstretch workers. 
He said the Charles Town HBPA wants to ensure that the facili¬ 
ties are safe, but also pay more attention to “the days we race, the 
weather, and the condition of the track-to me, if the track is iffy 
Fd rather not run.” 

Miller also said he wants the organization to be self-sufficient 
in its mission, which is based on benevolence for its members. 

Miller is a native of Berkeley Springs in West Virginia’s Eastern 
Panhandle, home to Charles Town. Members of his family have 
been in the horse business for about 40 years, and he grew up 
attending the races at Charles Town and defunct Shenandoah 
Downs, across the street. 

Miller’s uncle, Norman Haymaker, was a Thoroughbred train¬ 
er. But Miller’s focus has been on the breeding side, and over 
the years he has participated in the West Virginia, Kentucky and 
Maryland programs. He and his wife, Terry, live in Hagerstown, 
Md., and own a small farm in Jefferson County, WVa. 

In his full-time job. Miller manages infrastructure finance proj¬ 
ects around the world, and also has banking and real estate assets. 
He has an economics degree from West Virginia University and a 
Juris Doctorate from the University of Tulsa. 


MiUer and his wife have 10 mares at the West Virginia farm 
in foal to stallions such as Nyquist, Tiznow, Runhappy, Malibu 
Moon, Classic Empire and Carpe Diem. He said he’s excited by 
“two nice fillies,” 2-year-olds by Twirling Candy and First Samurai. 
The program is geared toward Kentucky-based staUions, though 
some of the mares foal in West Virginia. 

“We just keeping adding (horses),” Miller said with a laugh. “I 
enjoy the breeding part of it-it’s a different world. It’s also expen¬ 
sive and ties up a lot of cash for a long time. We did well in 2018 
with our own horses.” ^

PEDIGREE MATTERS 


From the Rappahannock 
to the Wissahickon 

BY JOHN P. SPARKMAN 



T he Mid-Atlantic region owns a proud 
and ancient history of Thoroughbred 
breeding, much of it predating Ken¬ 
tucky’s usurpation of the crown of Ameri¬ 
can Thoroughbred breeding. At the time 
Bulle Rock became the first horse recog¬ 
nizable as a Thoroughbred to be imported 
to Virginia by James Patton for Samuel 
Gist in 1730, what is now Kentucky was 
simply the western part of the state beyond 
the Appalachians. Racing in Virginia began 
as early as 1691 and by 1712 in Maryland, 
long before Kentucky’s legendary pioneer 
Daniel Boone was even born. 

In pre-Revolutionary Virginia John 
Tayloe II was perhaps the most impor¬ 
tant founding father of the Virginia and 
American breeding industry, and his 
Mount Airy Stud in the Rappahannock 
Valley served as a model for many subse¬ 
quent breeders. English-born Samuel Ogle 
founded the Maryland Jockey Club in 1743, 
as weU as historic Belair Stud, which gained 
renewed significance in the 20th century 
through the aegis of William Woodward 
Sr., owner/breeder of Triple Crown win¬ 
ners Gallant Fox and his son Omaha. 

In Pennsylvania, Aristides Welch found¬ 
ed Erdenheim Stud on Wissahickon Creek 
in Chestnut Hill in 1861. Welch stood four¬ 
time leading American sire Leamington, 
sire of the first American-bred winner of 
the Epsom Derby, Iroquois. Pennsylvania 
breeder George Strawbridge paid tribute to 
Welch’s contribution by naming his current 
stakes-winning Tapit colt Wissahickon (a 
Kentucky-bred, but the sentiment is the 
same). 

David Withers, namesake of Aqueduct’s 
Grade 3 stakes race and co-founder of 
Monmouth Park, put together New Jersey’s 
Brookdale Stud in Monmouth County in 
the 1870s, and the Whitney family leased 
Brookdale before eventually moving all of 
the bloodstock to Kentucky. 

These mileposts on the trail of Thor¬ 
oughbred history should be well known to 


readers of Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. My 
personal history in the Mid-Atlantic the 
region, though, began in 1968 when I arrived 
at Johns Hopkins University on North 
Charles Street in Baltimore as a graduate 
student. That led directly to attending the 
Preakness Stakes at Pimlico Race Course 
the following spring where my hero, Paul 
Mellon’s Arts and Letters, could not free 
himself from repeated interference quickly 
enough to catch Majestic Prince. 

My affection for Arts and Letters led 
just as directly to my first visit to Mellon’s 
Rokeby Stud in Upperville, Va., on July 20, 
1969, with my best friend from college, 
Tim Capps, future executive vice-president 
of the Maryland Jockey Club and Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and editor of 
the Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. At the end of 
that seminal day, Rokeby’s then farm man¬ 
ager George Comer asked, “Did you hear 
they landed on the moon today?” 

Tim and I felt we had discovered a far 
more interesting and inviting corner of the 
universe than the barren moonscape, and 
we returned to Upperville many times. 
Photos of Rokeby Venus, half-sister to 
Arts and Letters and second dam of cham¬ 
pion SilverbuUetday, at one day old remain 
among my prized possessions. Too soon, 
however, other obligations kept us from 
the Old Line State for several years. I 
returned to Maryland in 1972, having some¬ 
how convinced Windfields Farm manager 
RusseU Alexander that I might be able to 
handle a pitchfork without disabling myself 
or others. After about six months, proof 
of that extraordinary skill led to a promo¬ 
tion to foreman of the barren mare barn at 
the Windfields stallion division. 

For the next 18 months I lived with the 
greatest stallion of the 20th century liter¬ 
ally across my backyard fence. Northern 
Dancer made it clear that he considered 
himself the king of the world, if not 
the moon and beyond. His subsequent 
record and that of his sons and grandsons 


proved him right. Across the street from 
the Windfields training center was Allaire 
duPont’s stallion station where Northern 
Dancer’s sire Nearctic stood, and just 
down the road was duPont’s Woodstock 
Farm, home of the greatest gelding in the 
history of American racing, Kelso. 

Those foundational experiences at 
Rokeby and Windfields afforded me a 
unique perspective during my subsequent 
almost 50-year career in the Thoroughbred 
industry. My progression from director 
of cataloging services at The Jockey Club 
to general manager of William duPont 
Ill’s Pillar Stud, to bloodstock editor of 
Thoroughbred Times, to my current post as 
bloodstock consultant for Vincent and 
Teresa Viola’s St. Elias Stable was built 
on those four years spent in Maryland so 
many years ago. 

In future issues, I hope to entertain 
readers with tales of Thoroughbreds I 
have known in my long career, and, hope¬ 
fully, enlighten them with insights into the 
historical and current state of American 
breeding and racing. As Maryland contem¬ 
plates and argues over the future home 
of the Preakness, Pennsylvania enjoys 
renewed optimism over purse increases, 
and Virginia and New Jersey struggle to 
find their way ahead, we will try to make 
sense of it aU and figure out how it relates 
to the horses. 

You’re welcome to come along for the 
ride. #

R onney Brown and Nicole Freeland 
have acquired Exclusive Quality, one 
of Florida’s leading sires since his 
first crop came to the races in 2011, to 
stand the 2019 breeding season at Pellinore 
Lane Farm in Charles Town, WVa. His 
stud fee is $1,000, or $500 for mares foal¬ 
ing in West Virginia. 

With nine crops to race, 16-year-old 
Exclusive Quality has progeny earnings in 
excess of $13 million, 76 percent starters 
from foals, and 72 percent winners from 
starters. His eight stakes winners include 
$813,874 earner Sr. Quisqueyano, a winner 
of five stakes, and $437,267-earner Holy- 
well. With 2019 progeny earnings in excess 
of $200,000 through mid-March, he ranks 
among the top 15 Mid-Atlantic sires. 


“Not only is Exclusive Quality a proven 
commodity who ranks among West 
Virginia’s top three active sires by progeny 
earnings for 2019, but he’s as versatile as 
they come,” said Brown when announcing 
the stallion’s relocation. “Colts or fillies, 
dirt or turf, short or long. Exclusive 
Quality’s runners can do just about any¬ 
thing. Even more impressive, when you 
look at his best offspring, like Sr. 
Quisqueyano, they can use their blazing 
speed to win stakes as 2-year-olds, but stay 
sound and maintain that stakes form at 3, 
4, 5 and beyond.” 

A son of Elusive Quality, as is the 
nation’s 2019 leading sire Quality Road, 
Exclusive Quality raced four times, win¬ 
ning three. Second at Aqueduct in his only 


start at 2, he came out at 3 and was unde¬ 
feated in his remaining starts, aU at 
Gulfstream Park. He scored easily in a 
maiden special weight over Megapunch,with 
that year’s eventual champion 3-year-old 
Bernardini in fourth. Next came a track 
record-setting performance in a 7-furlong 
allowance, completing the distance in 
1:21.11 over Songster. In his only stakes 
appearance, he captured the 6A-furlong 
Spectacular Bid Stakes in 1:15.88. 

An $850,000 Keeneland September 
yearling. Exclusive Quality is out of First 
Glimmer (by top sprinter Glitterman) 
from the family of multiple stakes winners 
Authenicat ($720,046) and Air Cool 
($715,171).

The McConnells (Dan Jr. is part of the team too) keep it simpie with their 
breeding program, but work at it. John runs nicks on the mares every day (reaiiy, 
every day), reads “everything” and then usuaiiy reads it again aii in search of 
vaiue among staiiions and other opportunities iike the various state programs 
in the region. 

“We don’t have a iot of cash, trust me, to breed big time,” said John, an 
attorney who iives in Bucks County, Pa. “We try to keep our budgets very iow 
and I try to get creative and find sires that wiii throw dirt runners that wiii go a 
distance.” 

With his fifth win in nine starts. Prince Lucky iifted his career earnings to 
$291,830 and has his connections thinking big. 

“We’re shooting for the stars,” said John. “Corinthian won the Breeders’ Cup 
Dirt Miie at Monmouth Park [in 2007] and something iike that wouid be a reaiiy 
neat goai. We never stopped beiieving in Prince Lucky and it’s just been a iot of 
fun. We’re reaiiy proud of him.” - Joe Clancy

t’s easy to pinpoint the moment Prince Lucky’s racing career turned around 

because it coincides with the demise of his potentiai career as a staiiion. 

A winner in three of four starts and a Pennsyivania-bred championship 
as a 2-year-oid in 2017, he iost (ugiy) in his first two starts the next season 
whiie pursuing-at ieast tepidiy-a spot in the Kentucky Derby-GI. Trainer Todd 
Pietcher suggested making the coit a geiding after Prince Lucky misbehaved 
in the gate before finishing ninth in the Suniand Derby-G3 iast March and 
the Pennsyivania-bred responded with a third in the Sir Barton Stakes on the 
Preakness Day card at Pimlico and a win in the Easy Goer Stakes on Beimont 
Day at Beimont Park. 

Rested for the remainder of iast year. Prince Lucky returned with a power¬ 
house score in the Hai’s Hope Stakes-G3 at Guifstream Park Feb. 23. Bred and 
owned by Deiaware resident Dan McConneii Sr., the bay son of Corinthian sat 
third just behind Copper Town and Quip through eariy fractions of :23.07 and 
:45, engaged the former through 6 furiongs in 1:09.21 and fiew home by 6 
iengths. Time for the miie under John Veiazquez was 1:34.84. 

“It was thrilling to be in the winner’s circie with him and see aii that he’s 
accompiished,” said John McConneii, Dan’s son and unofficiai/officiai racing 
manager. “The story is Todd Pietcher and his team doing a tremendous job. 
We have one horse with him and he treats us iike we have 10 horses. He is 
fantastic.” 

Prince Lucky touches more than a few Mid-Atiantic boxes. He is Penn¬ 
syivania-bred and -sired, Deiaware-certified (at CandyLand Farm), out of a 
Pennsyivania-bred whose sire stands in Maryiand and was broken in Virginia 
at Eagie Point Farm. 

A contractor, Dan McConneii Sr. co-bred and co-owned Prince Lucky’s dam 
Lucky Notion, who won five races with trainer Mike Saivaggio.

Popular scholarship program 
returns after a brief hiatus

M aryland racing stakeholders for 
months have been working to bring 
back the scholarship program for 
students of those who work in the horse 
industry, and it appears the program will be 
more extensive than it was a few years ago. 

The Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, Maryland Jockey Club, 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association and 
Maryland Racing Media Association have 
each been asked to contribute $10,000 to 
the cause. Other stakeholders will be asked 
to participate as well, so it’s possible more 
than $60,000 wiU be available. 

The MTHA Board of Directors at its 
Feb. 19 meeting approved its share of the 
scholarship fund. 

“We should have a nice pot of money 
to start with,” MTHA Executive Director 
David Richardson said. 

Scholarship recipients will be selected 
by a committee made up of represen¬ 
tatives from each contributing organiza¬ 
tion. The application process this year wiU 
shift to online through a new Maryland 
Thoroughbred Industry Scholarship Fund 
web site: www mdthor oughbr eds cholar ship, 
com. The website wiU be updated with the 
necessary information; the deadline for 
applications is July 15. 

Organizers are planning to present the 
scholarships during a live racing event, 
most likely Maryland Pride Day at Laurel 
Park Aug. 17, the final weekend before 
racing shifts to the Maryland State Fair at 
Timonium. 

The MTHA has received numerous 
inquiries about the status of the scholar¬ 
ship program, last held in 2016. Scholarship 
recipients received their financial awards at 
the MTHA Christmas Party at Laurel Park 
that year. 


The MTHA in February welcomed 
back Carmen Reyes, who for more than 10 
years was employed as an assistant to pre¬ 
vious MTHA Executive Director Wayne 
Wright at Maryland’s Thoroughbred race¬ 
tracks. Reyes is now working part-time as 
an assistant to Diana Pinones, Racetrack 
Operations Director for the MTHA. 

Reyes, a native of Chile, worked in the 
barn of Maryland trainer Vinnie Blengs 
for more than 20 years before she took 
the job with the MTHA in 2001. She will 
perform many of the functions she did 
during her earlier time with the horsemen’s 
organization. 

“I helped the backstretch people and 
the trainers, and also helped the jock¬ 
eys with workers’ compensation matters,” 
Reyes said. “It was more or less the same 
thing then that we are doing now [in the 
office]).” 

Through her work with horses and 
stable employees, Reyes developed a con¬ 
nection with the people who care for 
racehorses. 

“I had a passion for them,” she said. “It 
was also good that I was bilingual, and at 
times I would help translate. There have 
been changes [in the industry], but changes 
are good, too.” 

As part of her position, Reyes will 
assist Pinones with the Horsemen’s Health 
System, which provides medical services 
for backstretch employees, trainers, jock¬ 
eys, and Maryland Jockey Club employees. 

A new winter starter allowance series 
created by MJC Racing Secretary Chris 
Merz was well-received by horsemen and 
produced the desired results: solid field 
size and strong pari-mutuel handle figures. 
It also proved lucrative for participants. 


The series featured four divisions, two 
of them for fillies and mares. One set fea¬ 
tured sprints from 5 furlongs to 7 furlongs, 
and the other had races from 1 mile to 1 Vs 
miles. 

Trainers shared in $40,000 in bonus 
money based on points for first- through 
fourth-place finishes and, as it turned out, 
13 different trainers ended up with some 
cash. 

“It was received really well, and when I 
called the horsemen to tell them they won 
bonus money, they said they would like to 
see more of this,” Merz said. “It was nice 
to see the little guys [do well] in the series.” 

All of the races were for horses that 
had started for a claiming price of $16,000 
or less since June 1, 2017. That condition 
coupled with rather lucrative purses that 
scaled from $35,000 to $55,000 for the 
final legs combined for good results. 

Average field size for two divisions was 
9 and 10 horses, respectively, and those 
divisions combined for total handle of 
almost $1.8 million. 

Two Maryland-bred runners were the 
top purse money-earners over aU four divi¬ 
sions. Sarah’s Treasure, owned by Steve 
Walfish and trained by Robin Graham, 
earned $78,975 combined in aU three legs, 
while Springwater Farm and Jay Miller’s 
S W Briar Rose, trained by George Albright, 
took home $74,295 in three starts in her 
division. 

Merz said the feedback and participa¬ 
tion was encouraging enough for him to 
plan a similar turf starter series at Laurel in 
June, July and August. ^

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Fund propels Maryland’s 
breeding industry

The passing of House Bill 
106, signed into law April 6, 
1962, by Gov. J. Millard Tawes, 
was ground-breaking legis¬ 
lation, creating the innovative 
Maryland Bred Fund 
program, which rewarded the 
state's breeders and stallion 
owners and offered more 
opportunites for Maryland- 
bred runners. 

Snowden Carter, then 
editor of the Maryland Horse, 
was witness to what he wrote 
"was the biggest news ever to 
come to Maryland breeders." 
A year after the bill's signing. 
Carter reflected: "Maryland¬ 
ers aren't accustomed to being 
the leaders in a national trend, 
but there can be no doubt that 
other states are now 
attempting to duplicate the 
legislation which was passed 
in Annapolis... 

"Expansion of the state's 
breeding industry is 
inevitable. The quality of 
racing at Maryland tracks has 
improved and will continue to 
improve." 

Carter added that the bill, 
"has revitalized a struggling, 
if not moribund, industry." 

The first state breeder 
incentive development 
program in the country, the 
Maryland Fund was a joint 
lobbying effort suggested to 
the legislature by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association as a 
way to promote and improve 
the state's breeding industry 
and to help supply runners to 
Maryland tracks. 

The bill raised the pari¬ 
mutuel take at all Maryland 
tracks from 12 to 13 percent, 
with the additional 1 percent 
going entirely to horsemen in 
the form of purse money and 
breeder bonuses. Two-thirds 
of the 1 percent was to go into 
general purse distribution, 
and one-third was designated 
for the newly created 
Maryland-bred fund, which 


would be governed by the 
Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion. 

The results were immed¬ 
iate. 

The first Maryland-bred 
foal crop (1964) conceived 
after the signing of the bill 
jumped 86 percent over 1960, 
to 877 foals. One year later, the 
foal crop surpassed 1,000 for 
the first time in Maryland 
history (a 119 percent increase 
in a five-year span). Maryland 
went to fourth in the nation by 
number of foals born in the 
state (behind Kentucky, 
California and Florida). 

Prior to the start of the 1962 
breeding season, 98 stallions 
were on Maryland's roster. By 
1970, the roster contained 190 
listings, and included the likes 
of Northern Dancer, Nearctic, 
Sunrise Flight, Maribeau, 
Knightly Manner and Kauai 
King. The latter, a foal of 1963, 
was the first Maryland-bred 
winner of the Kentucky 
Derby. His breeder, Virginia 
horseman Dr. Frank A. 
O'Keefe, had decided to foal 
at least one mare in Maryland 
every year after the bill 
passed. 

By July 1962, the half-mile 
track Bel Air offered the first 


Maryland Fund race. The 
winner, Leddysmaun (by 
Country Life Farm stallion 
Saggy), ran for a purse of 
$5,000, earned breeders 
William Sims and his father 
George a $475 breeder bonus, 
and Stanley Sagner, owner of 
Saggy, received a $237.50 
stallion bonus. 

In 1970, the fund received 
another boost, as the takeout 
increased from 13 to 15 
percent, and the percentage of 
handle allocated also rose. 
Then in 1985, Gov. Harry 
Hughes reduced the state's 
share of the mutuel handle 
from 4.09 percent to 0.5 
percent, and the Maryland 
Fund's share of the handle 
increased to 1.1 percent. In 
1965, more than $1.04 million 
in Maryland-bred awards and 
purses were paid out; the 
figure rose to more than $1.7 
million in 1971; by 1975, it was 
nearly $2.6 million. 
Throughout the 1980s, more 
than $3 million a year was 
earmarked for Maryland- 
breds through the program. 

Incentives for Maryland 
breeders were instituted by 
the MHBA decades before the 
creation of the Maryland 
Fund. Local tracks offered

races restricted to Maryland 
foaled runners, and the 
MHBA oversaw registration 
which determined eligibility, 
keeping records of state-bred 
foals. A notice was printed in 
the August 1937 issue of 
Maryland Horse: "A score of 
Maryland-bred winners are 
not yet registered with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. Let their 
breeders, who are after all the 
gainers, remember that they 
cannot race in any race for 
Maryland-bred horses unless 
so registered." 

By March 1941, the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission 
accorded the MHBA complete 
authority in determining 
Maryland-bred eligibility. A 
number of races were 
restricted to Maryland-bred 
AND sired, including certain 
stakes such as the Maryland 
Futurity. In 1947, the Mary¬ 
land Breeders' Stakes Series, a 
forerunner to the Maryland 
Fund stakes program, was 
launched. Four restricted 
stakes, one run at each of 
Maryland's major tracks 
(Pimlico, Laurel, Havre de 
Grace and Bowie) were 
offered, with the MHBA 
handling the nominations, 
and collecting a $10 sub¬ 
scription fee. It was noted that 
entry of a yearling in the 
stakes series didn't auto¬ 
matically register the horse as 
a Maryland-bred, which was 
still required in order for the 
horse to be permitted to run in 
any Maryland-bred race. The 
stakes schedule was 
expanded to five in 1958 with 




the addition of the Maryland 
Derby at Laurel. 

Changes have continued to 
be made to the Maryland 
Fund program over the 


decades. The owner award 
program was created in 1982, 
replacing races restricted to 
Maryland-bred runners that 
had begun in 1962. Owner 


bonuses continue to be paid 
out, since February 2015 from 
the purse account, and in 2018 
amounted to nearly $3.5 
million. Total fund payments 


in 2018 exceeded $9.5 million 
(which includes the owner 
awards from the purse 
account). ^

The final foal bred by Saga¬ 
more out of Salsa Star is Chase 
Greatness, a 3-year-old geld¬ 
ed son of More Than Ready 
who broke his maiden in his 
second start at 2 at Churchill 
Downs under the Sagamore 
colors and has yet to start in 
2019. ^

Sunny Ridge made six starts his 5-year-old season, five in stakes and surpassed the $1 million 
mark during the year. He finished third in the Grade 3 Salvator Mile at Monmouth Park in May 
before a breakthrough performance in the $100,000 State Dinner Stakes at Belmont Park in July, 
winning by 3V4 lengths.

Mooji Moo Jr. shot to the top of his division when 
capturing the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth Park in August in 
his second start. The son of Posse out of the multiple stakes- 
winning Jeblar mare Mooji Moo is a homebred for Robert 
Deckert Jr. The Patrick McBurney trained champion earned 
$44,700 in 2018. 

Irish Sovereign named 
Broodmare of the Year 

2000 chestnut mare, Polish Numbers—Irish Genius,

Irish Sovereign was honored as Broodmare of the Year for 
the third consecutive year in 2018. Isabelle de Tomaso owns 
the 19-year-old daughter of Polish Numbers out of the Beau 
Genius mare Irish Genius. Irish Sovereign has produced 
six winners from her first six foals, including the 2017 New 
Jersey-bred Horse of the Year Irish War Cry and 2017 New 
Jersey-bred champion turf runner Irish Strait, both stakes 
winners in 2018. 
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Purse subsidy means major shot in 
arm for Jersey-bred program

I ts been a long time coming, but the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred breeding industry received some news 
out of Trenton that can only mean that its future will be 
brighter - perhaps much brighter. 

Legislation has been passed that calls for the state to 
provide a $20 million annual subsidy to the horse racing 
industry over the next five years. It will be split evenly between 
the Thoroughbred and harness industries. 

Though there is nothing in the legislation that makes 
specific requirements concerning how much of that money 
will go toward purses for New Jersey-breds or for any bonuses 
for horses from the Garden State, the authors of the legislation 
made it clear that one of their major goals was to provide 
a boost to the New Jersey breeding business. Language in 
legislation states that the subsidy is not set in stone and will 
only continue if certain goals are met. The state will be asking 
for an annual report that includes, among other things, 
information concerning “Impact on the Total Number of New 
Jersey-bred Horses in the Races; Impact on the Number of 
New Jersey-bred Horses Winning Races; Number of Brood¬ 
mares in New Jersey; Number of New Jersey-bred Foals born...” 

All of which means that if the state does not see 
improvements in the New Jersey breeding program 
Monmouth risks losing the subsidy money. Already, the track 
has taken steps that will benefit New Jersey-breds. There 
will bell stakes races restricted to New Jersey-breds held at 
Monmouth in 2019 as opposed to eight in 2018. Ten of them 
will carry a purse of $75,000 and the Charles Hesse will be 
worth $100,000. More importantly, Monmouth has announced 
the restoration of a bonus program for New Jersey-breds that 
was eliminated after the 2016 meet. The owners of any horses 
who finish first, second or third in an open company race in 
New Jersey will receive a 40 percent bonus. When calculating 
breeder awards, the bonus money will also be factored in, 
meaning the awards for the breeder will be higher than if the 
horse was running for the straight purse alone. 

While news has been slow to filter in, the Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association of New Jersey has already heard 
from the owners of about 30 mares that have said they will 
be breeding in New Jersey this year only because of the 
improvements brought about the subsidy. That number could 
increase to as many as 40. 


None of this includes the future benefits that may come 
from the legalization of sports betting in the state. It does not 
appear that any revenues that have come in so far from sports 
betting will be added to 2019 purses, as track management 
has made it clear its first priority is to pay down debts that 
have built up over recent years while they have struggled to 
keep Monmouth open. But its quite likely that the day will 
come when sports betting will yield significant increases that 
will benefit the purses at Monmouth for open and Jersey-bred 
races and, possibly lead to even larger breeder awards. 

“All this news has made me very happy” said long-time 
New Jersey breeder Sam Fieramosca of Colonial Farms. “I’m 
very happy because we’ve been at the lowest end since I’ve 
been around and I’ve been breeding horses since 1954. I’m 
starting to get excited again.” 

Fieramosca was among the first to take a proactive 
approach to the new developments as he acquired a new 
stallion named Sea Wizard, who stands for $1,500. By mid- 
February, Fieramosca had already booked 17 mares to the 
stallion. 

“I know it’s better. I never would have gotten 17 mares at 
this point without the subsidy” Fieramosca said. “Exactly how 
much better, I don’t know. If I didn’t know the supplement was 
on the horizon, I would have thought twice about investing and 
starting up again. When I heard about this legislation and the 
sports betting, I thought this was it... ‘Let’s move forward.’ ” 

Trained by John Mazza, Sea Wizard ran just twice. A son 
of Uncle Mo, he began his career in a 2015 maiden race at 
Belmont, finishing second behind Destin. Destin would go 
on to win the Grade 2 Tampa Bay Derby and Grade 3 Sam 
F. Davis Stakes for Todd Fletcher the next year. Sea Wizard 
returned the following winter and romped in a maiden special 
weight at Gulfstream and was then retired. 

“Has a helluva family and was a very fast horse,” Fieramosca 
said. “Mazza said he could have been anything but he got 
hurt.” 

The sons and daughters of Sea Wizard and other Jersey- 
breds conceived this year will hit the racetrack in 2022. 
Everything points to them being part of a better, richer, bigger 
New Jersey-bred program that will still be in the midst of an 
upward cycle.

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Hall of Famer Imp was fondly referred to as “My Coal Black Lady.” 


I t is a banner year for the Ohio Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders & Owners as we 
realize our 60 years of promoting the 
Thoroughbred breed in the state. Much 
has happened over the decades. Old-fash¬ 
ioned grandstands were tumbled to the 
ground, soon to be rebuilt, some in new 
locations and with different names. Ohio 
has produced some outstanding horse¬ 
men and horses. We will be revisiting the 
leaders of the industry and the Ohio- 
breds that drew headlines. 

We were blessed to have Charles Koch, 
a superb turf writer and historian, as a 
contributing writer for the O.T.B.O. In 
addition to his regular columns he took 
on the task of writing the tributes for 
horses inducted into the Ohio Racing 
Hall of Fame. 

Here is a well-researched story about a 
humble Ohio-bred filly who became a 
local hero. 

IMP 

Kentucky can boast its Man o’ War, 
Canada had its Northern Dancer; Cali¬ 
fornia its Swaps. But it was from Ohio 
that there emanated the disarmingly- 
named Imp, the most formidable race 
mare of the Gay Nineties and one of the 
greatest female runners of all time. 
Owned by Daniel R. Harness, the black 
filly by ^Wagner—Fondling, by Fonso, 
was bred by that gentleman and foaled at 
his High Bank Farm near Chillicothe, 
Ohio, in the spring of 1894. 

Imp came to the races as a 2-year-old 
in 1896 in the charge of trainer Charles E. 
Brossman. That year and the next she ran 
against mediocre company, starting at 
times with a tag of as little as $1,500. And 
she spent little time in her stall. At 3 she 
made 50 starts (in May she started eight 
times; in April and August seven times). At 
4 she campaigned in the east as well as the 


midwest and included stakes among her 
35 starts and 21 wins. 

Her biggest year was as a 5-year-old in 
1899. On June 23 at Sheepshead Bay she 
became the first mare (and only one of 
five in the 104-year history of the race) to 
win the 1/4-mile Suburban Handicap, 
clipping two-fifths of a second off the 
stakes record as she did so. And she did it 
the hard way. The field of 13 was at the 
post for 45 minutes before the starter got 
them away; then as the horses turned into 
the stretch, the press of the crowd carried 
the rail away and deposited on the track 
hundreds of the 25,000 in attendance. 
Jockey Nash Turner, however, clearly got 
the pacesetting Imp past the surge and 
first to the wire by 2 lengths. 

That same year Imp gave weight to 
champion Ethelbert and beat him in the 
Brighton Handicap. When she returned 


to Chillicothe that fall the city declared a 
holiday and Imp was the centerpiece of a 
triumphal procession during which the 
main feature of the band was My Coal 
Black Lady, one of the most popular tunes 
of the day and the sobriquet applied to 
the mare throughout her career. 

At 6, Imp set an American record for 
VA miles when she won the Advance 
Stakes by 30 lengths at Sheepshead Bay. 

She raced also at 7 and was retired after 
her 13th start that year. Her lifetime re¬ 
cord: 171 starts in six seasons of racing, 62 
wins, 35 seconds, 29 thirds, and $70,069 
in money won. In open competition she 
met the best horses of both sexes and of 
all ages and beat them carrying the high¬ 
est weights. 

Imp was inducted into the National 
Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame in 
1965.

Fahan Mura finds her way 
on the West Coast 


by Emily Shields 



It was easy to be discouraged 
when Fahan Mura crossed the finish 
line trailing in the $7 million Pegasus 
World Cup Turf lnvitational-G1. The 
$350,000 payday did liffle fo bolster 
the spirits of her connecfions, David 
Clark and Bran Jam Stables’s Mike 
Mellen. But the race will ultimately 
be nothing more than a blip on a 
successful career, as the Pennsylva¬ 
nia-bred mare has nine wins in 25 
starts, completed her 2018 season a 
Grade 3 winner at Santa Anita, and 
has compiled earnings of $782,166. 

Breeder Mike Moran originally cam¬ 
paigned Fahan Mura’s dam, the Giant's 
Causeway mare Celtic Cross. Pennsylva¬ 
nia-based Brushwood Stable paid $500,000 
to acquire her at the Keeneland September 
Yearling Sale in 2007, and ran her through 
her conditions as she earned $118,815, her 
last four starts in Moran’s name. The mare 
was first bred in 2012 to City Zip, aborted 
that first foal, and gave birth to the English 
Channel filly Fahan Mura in 2014. 

“We didn’t think much of her af firsf, 
because she was very ordinary,” Moran said 
of Fahan Mura. “Fler dam was tough, a pretty 
mover and very sound. Celtic Cross had talent 
but she was crazy. Most people wouldn’t 
gallop her as we got close to a race." 

Fahan Mura trained at Moran’s 
Applestone Farm in Unionville in her early 
years, and Moran noted the filly as “rugged 
looking." 3he went to auction at Keeneland 
as a yearling in 2015, where Jerry Craw¬ 
ford’s Donegal Racing paid $90,000 for her. 


Making all but one start of her starts on the 
turf, the chestnut filly broke her maiden at 
Gulfstream Park in January of her 3-year-old 
season wifh trainer Christophe Clement, and 
added a claiming event at Belmont for that 
outfit that May. At Baratoga in August 2017 
Fahan Mura was claimed for $40,000 by 
trainer John Toscano Jr. for Bran Jam 
Bfables; ironically, the winner that day was 
Vasilika. Both fillies have gone on to be 
graded winners in California. 

“I had wafched her race a couple of 
times before the claim,” Mellen explained. “I 
actually put in a claim a few starts before, but 
the claim was messed up because of a 
wrong account number, so we didn’t get her. 
When I did get her, the original plan was to 
race in Pennsylvania for the bonuses, but I 
didn’t like how she handled the East Coast 
tracks. She wasn’t running that well, so I sent 
her out to California." 

The form reversal has been inspiring. In 
her first California sfart under new frainer 
Vladimir Cerin in January 2018, Fahan Mura 
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Fahan Mura continued from page 1 
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won for $32,000 claiming tag, and only 
improved from there. She raced 11 times 
in 2018, winning seven. With patience and 
careful race placement, Fahan Mura 
moved up the ranks from claimer to 
graded stakes winner. 

Fler first four races in California were 
all victories, including two allowance 
events at Santa Anita. She was 16-1 when 
shipped back to Belmont Park for the 
$600,000 New York Stakes Presented by 
NYRA Bets-G2, but Mellen noted the filly 
had a strange trip in the 114-mile race. 

Regular rider Edwin Maldonado 
opened up a staggering 8 y 2 -length lead 
that day, and although Fahan Mura was 
still in front turning into the stretch, the 
“cavalry came up and she got beat,” and 
she finished 5 lengths back in sixth. She 
returned to California and wenf back to her 
winning ways, winning her first stakes in 
the $75,000 Osunitas at Del Mar in July. 

Fahan Mura was third, 1% lengths 
behind winner Vasilika, in the John C. 
Mabee Stakes-G2, won the $70,000 
Swingtime Stakes, and followed Vasilika 
home again when second in the Grade 2 


Goldikova Nov. 4. She turned in a disap¬ 
pointing effort next out in the Grade 1 
Martiarch at Del Mar, which Mellen noted 
was an uncharacteristic performance and 
only fhe second bad race of her career. 

Despite the Matriarch loss, Fahan 
Mura was favored in Santa Anita's 
$150,000 Robert J. Frankel Stakes-G3 
Dec. 29 to close out the year. She and 
Maldonado led by as much as IVi lengths 
before holding off Excellenf Sunsef (Ire) 
and Quebec to the wire in the 9-furlong 
turf contest. “She’s a tough filly,” Mellen 
said. “This was fhe firsf race where she 
won further than a mile. She likes the front 
end, and she can usually get it.” 

That victory was parlayed into a trip to 
the Pegasus turf invitational, but torrential 
weather conditions made the course a 
question mark for all 10 runners. “Edwin 
said right out of the gate that he couldn't 
feel her like normal,” Mellen said. Fahan 
Mura led in fhe Pegasus for the first half 
mile before fading. “The track was a 
mess," Mellen lamented. “We had a lot of 
fun anyway. I’d like to see her back on the 
harder tracks in California.” 


Fahan Mura refurned to California in 
late January, but Mellen hasn’t ruled out a 
trip to her native Pennsylvania. “I wouldn't 
be averse to running there," he said. “If 
there's something interesting on the cards 
we’ll look at it. She’s done so well for us in 
California. [Trainer] Vladimir was toying 
with running her down the hill at Santa 
Anita but it hasn't happened yet.” 

Moran, watching Fahan Mura’s 
progress from Pennsylvania, said, “I'm 
very happy with how she's turned out.” Fie 
still has Celtic Cross. “The mare has a 
beautiful Verrazano yearling at the farm,” 
he added. “And her 3-year-old is by 
Broken Vow. She's small buf looks nice.” 
The Broken Vow filly is named Celtic Vow. 
Celtic Cross will visit freshman sire 
Mendelssohn in Kenfucky this season. 

Moran was hopeful Fahan Mura will 
get a bit of a break now after 11 starts in a 
year. Mellen agreed. “We will give her a 
little time off if that's what Vladimir wants,” 
he said. “We didn’t push her, but she did 
race once every four or five weeks. She’s 
been great for us.”

Dates, Details For 2019 Race Meets Are Set

Spring weather appears to be settling in at last, and that means Vir¬ 
ginia equine enthusiasts can begin gearing up for a slate of steeple¬ 
chase and point-to-point racing events that dot the Commonwealths 
landscape each year. The 2019 summer racing scene will be even 
more enticing since Colonial Downs, the states only pari-mutuel 
thoroughbred racetrack, is back in business and will reopen after a six 
year hiatus. And pari-mutuel harness racing will return for a fourth 
straight year at Shenandoah Downs in Woodstock this fall. 

Spring Point-to-Point Season Already 
Underway 

The Point-to-Point season of spring races kicked off March 16th with 
the Warrenton Hunt, and action will continue every weekend thru 
the April 28th Middleburg Hunt. A complete list of meets can be 
found at www.centralentryoffice.com. This year, the Virginia Equine 
Alliance (VEA) is funding a new starter reward program called 
“Point to Points Pay”. Any horse that starts in a flat, hurdle or timber 
race which is owned by a Virginian or trained by a Virginian will 
receive $200 per start. Its an effort to increase participation and build 
field size at these events.

Thoroughbred Racing Returns To Colonial 
Downs August 8th; Virginia Derby Set For 
August 3l St

Thoroughbred racing will make a highly anticipated return to Colo¬ 
nial Downs in New Kent this summer. The five week, fifteen day meet 
will begin August 8th and continue thru September 7th with racing 
scheduled every Thursday, Friday and Saturday at 5 PM. A special 
Labor Day program will be held on Monday September 2nd at 1 PM. 

The country’s top three-year-old turf horses will compete in the 17th 
running of the Grade 3 Virginia Derby on Saturday August 31st. Co¬ 
lonial Downs, which will open a Rosie’s Gaming Emporium complex 
at the track in late April, features the widest grass course and second 
largest dirt oval in the country. The Secretariat Turf Course is 180 feet 
wide and the dirt track is 1 1/4 miles long, second only to Belmont’s, 
which is 1 1/2 miles around. 


“The VEA recognizes that the Point to Point circuits are a vital 
element of steeplechase racing and we want to do everything we can 
to promote and support the Point to Points in Virginia,” said VEA 
Executive Director Jeb Hannum. “They are an important first step for 
many horses and they give young riders an opportunity before going 
to the sanctioned meets.” 

94th Running of the Virginia Gold Cup 
Races Set For May 4th 

Highlight of the annual steeplechase calendar is the 94th running of 
Virginia Gold Cup Races, which is set for Saturday May 4th at Great 
Meadow in The Plains. The afternoon festivities generally attract 
70,000 spectators and feature both a tailgate and hat contest, terrier 
races and nine horse races ---six hurdle/timber events followed by 
three flat races. Betting is available on all the races including the 
simulcast of the Kentucky Derby, which finishes out the day. Three

to be a part of the inaugural meet of the new Colonial Downs ” said 
NS A President Guy J. Torsilieri. “We have a very large constituency in 
Virginia, and there’s great enthusiasm in the jump-racing community 
for returning to a tremendous facility” 

Plans continue to evolve for its Rosie’s Gaming Emporium sites in the 
state. Locations are set for the first four which like the track itself, will 
feature live simulcast wagering, historic horse racing, a restaurant/ 
lounge and entertainment. After the New Kent facility opens in April, 
the second will open just days later in the Town of Vinton, located 
just outside of Roanoke, in the former Colonial Downs OTB center. 
The Richmond location, in a former Kmart building on Midlothian 
Turnpike, will open in June. A fourth will be located in Hampton at 
the Power Plant complex, next to Bass Pro Shops, directly off 1-64. 

On March 13th, track officials announced a proposed fifth location in 
Chesapeake just off 1-64 in the busy Greenbrier retail corridor. In all, 
the Colonial Downs Group is making a $300 million investment in 
the Commonwealth and will create 800 jobs by the end of 2019. This 
effort will generate $25 million annually in state tax revenues, $17 
million annually in local tax revenues and $25 million annually to 
Virginia’s horse industry.

A five week harness racing season will again go to post beginning 
September 13th at the Shenandoah County Fairgrounds in Wood- 
stock. Pacers and trotters will battle over the half mile oval every 
Friday at 3:30 PM and Saturday at 2:00 PM. Betting is available on 
all the races. Parking and admission are free and the action is family 
friendly. The track is located off 1-81 at Exit 283, halfway between 
Winchester and Harrisonburg in the heart of the Shenandoah Valley.

The Virginia Harness Horsemen’s Association (VHHA), in conjunc¬ 
tion with the VEA, is introducing a new standardbred Certified Res¬ 
idency Bonus Program that will begin with foals born in 2019. Once 
horses complete a six month residency at a Virginia farm, they are 


eligible to begin collecting bonuses as two and three-year-olds in any 
overnite race where they receive a piece of the purse. A bonus pool of 
at least $200,000 will be available annually for those Certified horses. 
Instead of receiving a set award from each money earning start, 
horses would accumulate points over the year based on purse dollars 
earned —- one point per dollar. At the end of the year, the entire bo¬ 
nus reward fund will be divided by all points earned, and each horse 
would receive that set dollar value per point. Awards would then be 
paid out to owners proportionately. Details are at www.vhha.net. 

Virginia Certified Program Graduates 
Collect Bonuses In January/February 

Virginia’s thoroughbred residency program continues to pay divi¬ 
dends to owners of horses who complete a six month residency at a 
Virginia farm prior to December 31st of its two-year-old year. 

A total of 25 Virginia-Certified horses provided their respective 
owners with a 25% bonus from Mid-Atlantic victories in January and 
February. Ten of those 25 wins came at Laurel including Sip of Sun¬ 
shine, who captured a $42,000 allowance race February 24th. Owner 
Marla Salzman collected a bonus courtesy of her three-year-old filly’s 
dominating win. The John Salzman trainee earned her fourth victory 
in 11 starts and has bankrolled $113,349 to date. 

Another pair of recent Maryland-bred/Virginia Certified winners 
at Laurel were Rip Rap Riley and No Refunds. The former won a 
$27,000 maiden claiming race on February 22nd while the latter 
bagged her third bonus win on the same card. Rip Rap Riley is a Fer¬ 
ris Allen trainee who is owned by Hickory Ridge Farm. The 3 year old 
Friesan Fire gelding won his race by 4 1/4 lengths in just his second 
start. No Refunds previously snagged bonuses in Maryland starts on 
June 30th and August 24th. The 3 year old Buffum filly, who is anoth¬ 
er Salzman trainee, earned her third award for owner Bird Mobberley 
in a $28,000 claiming sprint. 

Taylor Mountain Farm corralled four of the 25 awards in those two 
winter months. Three came at Charles Town as their Windsors for It, 
Step Out Dancing and Charitable Rose prevailed. The fourth score, 
authored by Hero’s Man, came at Laurel. 

Other January and February Certified wins came at Charles Town (9), 
Aqueduct (4), Penn National (1) and Parx (1). Details on the Resi¬ 
dency program along with a list of participating farms and training 
centers are at www.vabred.org.

NSA returns to Colonial Downs 


Steeplechase racing, a longtime Virginia 
tradition, will be a regular feature at Colonial 
Downs when the New Kent County track 
presents its inaugural meet under new ownership 
and management this summer, the National 
Steeplechase Association and Colonial Downs 
Group announced. 

The remodeled and reinvigorated Colonial 
Downs will open its 15-date meet on Thursday, 
Aug. 8, and will race on a three-day-a-week 
schedule through Saturday, Sept. 7. Racing will 
be on Thursdays, Fridays, and Saturdays with 
the exception of Labor Day week, when the 
schedule will be Monday (Labor Day), Friday, 
and Saturday. 

Post time will be 5 p.m. each day with the 
exception of Labor Day on Sept. 2, which will 
have a 1 p.m. first post. 

Steeplechase racing will be featured during 
each racing week. While subject to change, 
current plans call for two jump races each 
Saturday of the meet. 

“The National Steeplechase Association Board 
of Directors and I are delighted to be a part of 
the inaugural meet of the new Colonial Downs,” 
said NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. “We have 
a very large constituency in Virginia, and there’s 
great enthusiasm in the jump-racing community 
for returning to a tremendous facility.” 

“Colonial Downs welcomes the return of 
steeplechase racing to the Secretariat Turf 
Course, a 1 1/8-mile circuit that is—at 180 feet— 
the widest in North America,” said Jill Byrne, 
Colonial’s vice president of racing operations. 
“Jump racing has such a deep history in Virginia 
and the Mid-Atlantic region, so we are thrilled 
to host a time-honored tradition as racing returns 
to the Commonwealth.” 

Jill has deep roots in both Virginia Thoroughbred 
racing and in steeplechasing. Her father, Peter 
Howe, trained Soothsayer, the Eclipse Award¬

winning steeplechase horse in 1972, and 1976 
champion older female Proud Delta, both for 
Marion duPont Scott’s Montpelier. 

Jill worked as an assistant trainer for her father 
as well as top trainers Scotty Schulhofer, John 
Veitch, and Patrick Byrne before going into 
broadcasting and eventually leadership positions 
at Churchill Downs and Breeders’ Cup Ltd. She 
assumed her current position in February. 

Colonial Downs had been a regular stop on 
the steeplechase circuit, both during its pari¬ 
mutuel meet and the Dogwood Classic jumps 
meet. The track opened in 1997 and held its 
first steeplechase races the following year. 
Jump racing was featured through the 2013

The 2014 Dogwood Classic races were the final 
ones to be run on the Secretariat Turf Course, 
which now is being groomed for Opening Day 
on Aug. 8. In the interim years, pari-mutuel 
Thoroughbred racing in Virginia was kept alive 
by steeplechase meets, the Virginia Gold Cup in 
the spring and the International Gold Cup in the 
fall. 

With the assistance of the Virginia Equine 
Alliance and the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, those 
two meets in The Plains offered a program of 
flat races to complement its usual jumps lineup.

When I was 15, I was profieient enough to 
eall my first point-to-point, but at that time 
opportunities were very limited to progress. I 
moved to the USA in 2001 and about 10 years 
ago started ealling at some flat raee meets. 

Last Febmary, I heard of a new steepleehase 
in Georgia and eontaeted the ehairman, 
Anthony-Seott Hobbs, offering my serviees 
as a raee ealler. My first day at Georgia was 
nerve-wraeking, but people said they enjoyed 
my ealls. Later, Toby Edwards asked me to eall 
at Charleston. I then found out several other

steepleehases were interested in my raee ealls. 

Fair Hill Raees is a meet with sueh 
traditions, as it’s one of the jewels of Ameriean 
Steepleehasing. This year they eelebrate their 
85th anniversary. People will rightly have 
high expeetations, and I feel very privileged 
to have been asked to eall at sueh a prestigious 
venue with its storied history. 

I use a different approaeh from most raee

I do several hours prep work 
the day before, and I tmly eonsider it a 
profession. 

If I ean help draw people into the raee and 
give some insight into what is going on, we 
ean entertain and develop new steepleehase 
fans, too. In 2019, sports fans expeet 
knowledgeable, thorough, and inelusive 
ealling in every sport. I think it’s part of a 
paradigm shift towards a newer way of doing 
things that still reeognizes the sports heritage. 

I live in Phoenix, Ariz., (eurrently ealling 
raees at Rillito Park in Tueson) but may be 
moving east later this year. I love to play golf 
and spend time with my 15-year-old reseue 
dog, Seooter. I also eolleet arehive British 
TV, mainly from the 1960s and 1970s, and 
enjoy listening to BBC Radio.

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History Lessons 

Star de Naskra a shining iight in great decade

In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the 
Mid-Atlantic were named national champions. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred’s Cindy Deubler 
takes a look at one each month. 

S tar de Naskra went from one of the 
best in Maryland to one the best of 
his generation as the 1970s drew to a 
close. 

During his championship year of 
1979, the son of Naskra turned back 
the mighty Alydar in the 7-furlong Carter 


Handicap-G2, winning by a neck in 1:21.80. 
The high-class Cox’s Ridge was unable to 
reel in Star de Naskra in Saratoga’s IVs- 
mile Whitney Stakes-G2 as he led at every 
call. He captured Ak-sar-ben’s Cornhusker 
Handicap going IVs miles by more than 8 
lengths. And the previous year’s Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter Dr. Patches was 
well beaten at 7 furlongs at Belmont Park. 

A medium-sized bay colt, Star de Naskra 
tackled the likes of Affirmed, Spectacular 
Bid, General Assembly and Dave’s Friend 
during a career in which he won stakes 
each of the three years he raced and retired 
in the money in 29 of 36 starts. His win 
total would have been 16 races had it not 
been for a disqualification to fourth at 
Belmont in the midst of a streak where he 
crossed the finish line first in seven straight 
from April to August in 1979. 

A leg injury ended his racing career that 
fall, but Star de Naskra had shown enough 
to earn an Eclipse Award as champion 
sprinter and Maryland-bred tides as Horse 
of the Year and champion older horse. All 
heady accomplishments for the first stakes 
winner bred and campaigned by Bowie, 
Md.-native Carlyle J. “Jiggs” Lancaster. 

Lancaster bought his first horse, an in¬ 
foal broodmare, in 1959. 


He acquired Star de Naskra’s dam 
Candle Star in 1970 from breeder Zelda 
Cohen, wife of Pimlico co-owner Ben 
Cohen, and the unraced Clandestine mare 
produced her first foal the next spring. 
Four years later Star de Naskra was born at 
Edgar M. Lucas’ Helmore Farm in 
Woodbine. 

Lancaster, an attorney whose father had 
been a Bowie Race Track physician for 
many years, owned a 30-acre farm in Bowie 
near what was once William Woodwood’s 
Belair Stud. Lancaster’s law firm repre¬ 
sented WiUiam Levitt in the late 1950s dur¬ 
ing the purchase of Belair for develop¬ 
ment. 

An article in The Maryland Horse noted 
that as a bonus to Lancaster, “Levitt gave 
to Jiggs a dozen or so doors from one of 
the Belair barns. Those doors are now used 
by Jiggs on two of his own stables.” 

Prior to the Cornhusker Handicap in 
the summer of 1979, Lancaster sold a half¬ 
interest of Star de Naskra to WiUiam 
duPont III, owner of PiUar Stud, where 
Star de Naskra launched a successful stud 
career in 1980. From 19 crops, he sired 
nearly 50 stakes winners, led by top sprinter 
Sewickley and Grade 1 Travers winner Carr 
de Naskra. 


Hunt maps: a decorative 
way to delineate territories

A n old proverb says that “good fences 
make good neighbors.” An equaUy- 
true coroUary could be that clear 
boundaries do the same for foxhunting 
territories. In times of dispute, territories 
could be closely monitored to ensure no 
infractions across the boundaries. But 
more often, boundaries can be mapped to 
show which properties are open for hunt¬ 
ing and which are not. 

Navigation while hunting can be a 
tricky process, especiaUy for those visitors 


in unfamiUar terrain. The hunt map pro¬ 
vides a solution, often showing landmarks 
and properties of note for foxhunters to 
navigate by. 

The Library has several large maps 
depicting hunt territories, and many more 
can be found in books. A good example is 
the Baily’s Hunting Directory, which had fold- 
out maps from its earUest editions. 

In the early 20th Century, Baily’s con¬ 
tained far more than hunt directory infor¬ 
mation. Also included were lists of 
“Hunting Centres,” an index of towns in 
England, Wales, and Scotland from which 
easy access to hunts could be had. This was 
convenient reference information for city 
dwellers planning country travels around 
their sporting pursuits. Detailed hunt maps 



facilitate easier navigation for those unfa¬ 
miliar with the territory. 

Today’s technology has taken hunt 
mapping to a far more advanced level, but 
there’s stiU charm and beauty in decorative 
hunting maps. In a pinch, the printed map 
continues to work with more reliability 
than its digital counterparts. 
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Looking Back 


10years ago 

B The Saccos were a family of horsemen 
with deep roots New Jersey. Trainer 
Gregg Sacco was gearing up for the 
new season at Monmouth Park, and 
writer Ryan Goldberg noted the family 
tradition: “Sacco gets sentimental because 
Monmouth Park is home; more pointedly, 
his family history is inextricable from 
the place. Gregg, 43, and brother Rick, 

42, are third-generation New Jersey 
horsemen. Their father and three of his 
brothers were trainers and breeders; one 
was a jockey. The Saccos have been at 
Monmouth since it opened in Oceanport 
in 1946 and have trained a winner every 
decade.” 

The Sacco brothers had a successful 
collaboration with another well- 
established New Jersey family, the 
Brunettis. John Brunetti had hired Rick 
for a management job at Hialeah in the 
early 1990s and Rick eventually went on 
to manage Brunetti’s Red Oak Farm in 
Florida. Nearly half of Gregg’s stable of 
50 horses were Red Oak runners. 

The Saccos and Brunettis continue to have suc¬ 
cessful relationship— Gregg Sacco sent out the Red 
Oak Stahle-hred Mind Control to win the Grade 
1 Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga last summer and 
has the colt on the Triple Crown trail after a win 
in the Jerome Stakes on New Year's Day. 

B Legendary rider Louis “Paddy” 

Neils on III sat down with Joe Clancy to 
recall a career that included a record 21 


75years ago 

B Mrs. Stuart S. Janney Jr. and her ladies’ 
hunter, 1942 Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Winton, appeared on the cover of the 
magazine. For the second year in a row, 
the Hunt Cup would not be run because 
of the war. 

B An announcement noted that the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s 
annual meeting would be held May 2 at 
Pimlico’s clubhouse-the date was earlier 
than usual, due to the fact that the races 
were to be run on the new wartime 
schedule. It also noted that “under the 
present condition it was not thought

Maryland Hunt Cup mounts and three 
victories over four decades. 

“The Maryland Hunt Cup is very old, 
has a long and illustrious tradition,” said 
Neilson. “Everybody that’s had anything 
to do with it from a riding standpoint 
feels a very close personal relationship 
with that race. People have very clear 
memories of that race. Ask anyone who 
rode in it, and it’s a defining moment of 
their life. In my personal world, there’s not 
anything quite like it.” 

Neilson won his first Hunt Cup with 
Haffaday in 1968; his second on Burnmac 
in 1974; and got his third aboard Uncle 
Merlin in 1989. 

B Charles Town celebrated the landmark 
ride of Barbara Jo Rubin, who became the

first female jockey to win a race against 
men at a nationally recognized race track 
40 years earlier, on Feb. 22, 1969. The 
track honored Rubin, 60, with a dinner 
party and a race named in her honor. On 
hand were three of the jockeys who raced 
against her that evening: Phil Grove, Alan 
Williams and Dallas Hedge. 

B Edward P. Evans’ promising 3-year- 
old Quality Road was quickly ascending 
the ranks of the best of his generation 
after taking Gulfstream Park’s Grade 2 
Fountain of Youth in his stakes debut and 
only third start. 

The son of Elusive Quality had been 
offered as a yearling at the Keeneland 
September sale, but failed to reach his 
reserve and was bought back by Evans for 
$110,000. The colt was not initially nomi¬ 
nated to the Triple Crown on an oversight 
by his trainer, Jimmy Jerkens, and would 
be a late nominee. 

B Breeder/owner Robert Meyerhoff 
and trainer Richard “Dickie” Small had a 
rising star on their hands as the 4-year-old 
Lemon Drop Kid colt Richard’s Kid got 
his fourth win in his last five starts in the 
John B. Campbell Handicap at Laurel, 
his stakes debut. The bay came from 18 
lengths out of it to catch BuUsbay and win 
by a length. 

It had taken Richard’s Kid time to 
develop. He didn’t get his first win until 
his fifth start, and only won two of his 
first nine attempts. He was consistent, 
however, finishing third or better in 10 of 
his 13 outings. 


wise to hold the MHBA Annual Yearling 
Show.” 

B In a list of Maryland foals. Country 
Life Farm reported its American Flag 
mare Lady Glory produced a colt in 
March to the cover of Case Ace, and was 
going back to the same sire. 

The mare was a regular visitor to Case Ace, 
who stood at Joseph M. Roebling's Harmony 
Hollow Stud in New Jersey, as seven of her 11 
foals were by the Heddy stallion. Her foal of 
1944, named Lady's Ace, finished second in the 
Louisiana Derby. Her next two Case Ace foals 
were stakes winners Mr. Ace and Raise You, the 
latter gaining immortality as the dam of champion 
and influential sire Raise a Native. 
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Maryland Hunt Cup history in the Clothier family collection included Pine Pep’s three tankards for 
wins in 1949, ’50, ’52 flanking his Challenge Trophy, with Brosseau’s 1917 trophy completing the set. 


25years ago 

H The lOO-year anniversary of the first 
running of the Maryland Hunt Cup was 
celebrated, with Margaret Worrall digging 
up nuggets of history about the race that 
was created when “one zealous group 
of foxhunters challenged a neighboring 
coterie of similar competitive spirits 
to determine whose foxhunting horse 
could jump the best and run the fastest.” 
The race was open to members of the 
Elkridge Foxhunting Club and Green 
Spring Valley Hunt Club, racing colors 
were worn, the distance was approximately 
4 miles over natural hunting country with 
no artificial obstacles, and the winner 
received a silver cup. 

The first Maryland Hunt Cup, run 
May 26, 1894, was won by John McHenry 
on his Johnny Miller. The race’s five 
founders—Jacob Ulman, Ross Whistler, 
Frank Baldwin, Henry Farber and Gerald 
Hopkins—immediately resolved to make 
the race an annual event. 

In the race's 125-jear history, only three times 
has the race not been run, during the war years of 
1943 to 1945. 

H Ben Cohen, “the gruff-spoken former 
Pimlico race course owner who played 
a winning combination in just about 
every aspect of life,” died at the age 
of 94. In addition to overseeing vast 
growth at Pimlico during his 34 years 
of stewardship, “Mr. Ben,” as he was 
often addressed, and his brother Herman 
were successful in enterprises from 
homebuilding and property management 
to broadcasting, the latter as partners 
in the founding of Baltimore television 


station WAAM Channel 13 (now WJZ). 
As a Thoroughbred owner and breeder, 
Cohen and his wife Zelda campaigned 
Belmont Stakes winner Hail to All. The 
couple continued to maintain an active 
racing stable at the time of Cohen’s death. 

H Stuart S. Janney III was named 
president of the Maryland Million. The 
Baltimore County breeder and owner, 45, 
was becoming increasingly involved in the 
Thoroughbred business as the proprietor 
of Locust Hill Farm in Glyndon, which 
he had inherited from his parents Stuart S. 
Janney Jr. and Barbara Phipps Janney. 

H Among first-time Maryland-bred 
stakes winners was the Allen’s Prospect 
filly Prospective Joy. Bred by Fourbros 
Stable and sold as part of their dispersal 
as a 2-year-old in the winter of 1993 
for $15,000 to Skeedattle Associates, 
the fiUy out of the Rollicking mare 


Jovial Joy captured the Jameela Stakes 
by a resounding 5 A lengths over Lady 
Beaumont. 

The Jameela was the filly's final start, and 
she became a broodmare for Country Life Farm 
in Bel Air, Md. Herfirstfoal was Grade 1 
winner Hookedonthefeelin, by Country Life 
stallion Citidancer, who in turn produced Grade 
1 winners Pussycat Doll and Jimmy Creed. 
Prospective Joy's daughter Citiview (by Citidancer) 
is the dam of Grade 1 winner Midnight Lucly; 
another daughter. Fifteen Moons, is the dam of 
Maryland-bred champion May la. 

H A record $155,000 was raised at the 
fourth annual Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation Stallion Season and Fquine 
Art Auction held at CandyLand Farm 
in Middletown, Del. A showpiece 
needlepoint stool created by Allaire 
duPont, a founding member of TRF, sold 
for $2,300. 


50years ago 

H Allaire duPont and F.P Taylor 
announced plans to encourage breeders 
to Maryland’s Chesapeake City area of 
St. Augustine. The two Thoroughbred 
leaders envisioned St. Augustine as a 
breeding hub of the highest quality 
that would also preserve the landmarks, 
charm and history of the area. The two 
sponsored the first edition of a monthly 
newsletter titled The St. Augustine Post and 
were moving forward with expansion of 
their own operations. 

H John A. Manfuso, a Maryland 
owner/breeder who helped found the 
Horseman’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association 20 years earlier, was elected

national president. It was noted that “Mr. 
Manfuso is extremely well-informed on 
the problems which confront horsemen 
and for almost 30 years has worked for an 
improvement in backstretch conditions 
for stable help.” 

H A Vaughn Flannery painting depicting 
the MHBA yearling show appeared on 
the cover to remind exhibitors that the 
1969 show would be held in early May in 
Timonium, with trainer J. Elliott Burch 
judging. 

H Nathan Cohen’s flashy 3-year-old 
homebred Mister Diz captured Bowie’s 
Prince Georges Stakes and Pimlico’s 
ChaUedon Stakes in a nine-day span in 
March.
